(a) When an arrest Is made wrthout a warrant by a peace officer or private person, the person arrested, if not 
otherwise released, shall, without unnecessary delay, be taken before the nearest most accessible magistrate in the county 
in which the offense is triable, and a complaint stating the charge against the arrested person shall be laid before such 
magistrate. 


f Any peace officer may release from custody. Instead of taking such person before a magistrate, any person 
arrest^d^hout a warrant whenever; 



He is satisfied that there are InsufTicient grounds for making a criminal 
complaint against the person arrested. 


(2) The person arrested was arrested for intoxication onlyi and no further 
proceedings are desirable. 


(3) The person was arrested only for being under the influence of a narcotic, 
drug, or restricted dangerous dmg and such person is deRvered to a 
facility or hospital for treatmerrt and no further proceedings are desirable. 


(c) Any record of arrek of a person released pursuant to paragraphs (1) and (3) of Sut>T)ivision (b) shall include 
a record of release. Therefore, such arrest shall not be deemed an arrest, but a DETENTION ONLY.

Upon our arrival, I found that both MEDINA and MCKINN had been 
taken into custody. Off. Trentini and Cpl Cantu had been involved in 
traffic collisions. California Highway Patrol Officers Lawson and 
Laflin responded and took reports, see attached case # 3-152 and 
3-153. MCKINN had been shot at the scene and the Los Angeles County 
Sheriff Homicide team and the Los Angeles County District Attorney's 
Office are conducting an investigation into the shooting. Los Angeles 
County Sheriff report # 092-00041-3199-055. The LA county D.A. 
assigned to the case is Efrem Grail special investigative division, 
(213) 974-3888. 

MEDINA and MCKINN were treated at the scene by Los Angeles County 
Fire Engine #87 personnel and Paramedic Unit # 26 Personnel. They 
were transported to Queen of the Valley Hospital, 1115 Sunset, West 
Covina by Crippen Ambulance Service. Crippen Ambulance Service Unit # 
32 transported MCKINN and Unit # 59 transported MEDINA. 

Sgt. Farris was assigned to watch MCKINN. Sgt. Farris went to the 
hospital in the ambulance with MCKINN. I went to the hospital with 
Dep. Solano. I was assigned to MEDINA. Both MCKINN and MEDINA were 
treated. MCKINN was in critical condition and required additional 
medical treatment. MCKINN is not expected to live. He was released 
into the custody of the medical staff. According to Sgt. Farris, 
MCKINN was in no condition to give a Miranda statement. MEDINA was 
released from the hosptital. MEDINA was taken to the Sheriffs 
Industry station for and interview by the Homicide Investigators. He 
was later transported to the Los Alamitos Police Dept, jail where he 
was booked and processed. 

MEDIMA Interview 

At 2240 hrs, I read MEDINA his Miranda Rights from a Miranda card. 
MEDINA told me that he understood his rights and he did not want to 
say anything that could incriminate him and he invoked. 

The statement was audio recorded and it was booked into evidence. 
I turned the recorder off and MEDINA agreed to talk to me outside 
Miranda. He told me that if he was to rob a bank he would rob one 
that had alley access into a residential area. (Home bank is such a 
bank). This would allow him to escape and drive off unnoticed. He 
would park his get-away car in the residential area or alley. He told 
me that he was a heroin user and he uses frequently. He had been out 
of state prison for about a year and half and he was due to go back. 

He wished to say no more. The interview was terminated. MEDINA was 
transported to Orange County Jail by Off, C. Castagna of the Seal 
Beach Police Dept. He was booked for 211 P.C. and 2800.2 CVC.

The truck had been impounded at Haddicks Tow by the LASO homicide 
team for their investigation.

It is unk. if the bills have 
the number 3689 on the back because they were booked into the 
evidences safe. The two bills had a square cut out of the center 
which is a strong indication that they came from the Home bank 
robbery.

Bank Robbery - Home Bank - Los Alamitos 

I was dispatched to a robbery alarm at Home Bank in Los Alamitos. Enroute to 
the bank, the electronic tracking system activated and pointed me onto the 
northbound 605 Freeway. There I joined Officer Trentini who also had an 
electronic tracking system. Officer Trentini had radioed that he was following a 
black pickup truck with a camper shell which he believed to be the suspect 
vehicle. 

We followed the vehicle northbound on the 605 Freeway to the area of South 
Street and attempted a car stop. The vehicle fled northbound on the 605 
Freeway with Officer Trentini, another marked black & white police car and I 
joined in the chase with my electronic tracking system. 

We reached speeds between 90 mph and 100 mph. At one place I exceeded 
100 mph and the suspect was driving erratically in between innocent citizens who 
were motorists on the freeway. In several instances the suspect vehicle travelled 
in the center divider at a high rate of speed and in a reckless manner. 

The vehicle exited the N/B 605 Freeway and travelled east on a street called 
Valley. It travelled into a residential area that I later learned to be the Bassett, 
area of LaPuente. I was behind Officer Trentini’s car and we both had our lights 
and sirens on. The vehicle still continued to fail to yield. 

The car chase turned north on a street that I later learned to be Collwood. I was 
the third car to turn north on to this street and as I turned northbound I could see 
that the suspect vehicle had already stopped when I came around the corner. I 
saw one suspect run east toward the sidewalk. The lead police car had 
apparently collided with the pedestrian. I saw the pedestrian roll off that police 
car. The second car in the chase partially blocked my view so I was unable to 
see who the police car had struck or how the pedestrian got struck. 

Sgt. Swearingen had gotten out of the lead car, which I later learned was being 
driven by Corporal Cantu, and Sgt. Swearingen attended to the pedestrian who

The E.T.S. signal indicated it was now moving West on 
Katella, towards the 605 freeway. I followed the signal, and 
it led me onto the Northbound 605 freeway. The E.T.S. signal 
directed me to ^b^ck Nissan pickup truck, with a black 
shell (license . 

The truck was in the #4 lane, driving about 45 mph. 

This was a slow speed for the freeway at this time of day 
I passed the truck to confirm the E.T.S, signal was coming 
from the truck. There was no doubt the signal was coming 
from this truck. 

At this point, I only saw one occupant in the vehicle. 
This was the driver, later Identified as ROBERT MCKINN. 

While following behind the truck, I saw there was another 
person laying down in the bed of the truck.

INV. CARRILLO: The time is 1959 hours. Todays date is 
Tuesday, March 10, 1992, we are currently at Industry 

Station assisting Detectives Durazo and Lyons who are con¬ 
ducting an Officer Involved Shooting in the city of Los 
Alamitos Police Department, which occurred in the city of La 
Puente, Los Angeles County. Currently in the interview room 
are myself. Detective Gill Carrillo, my partner Detective 
Mike Crowley and Officer Vantilborg from Los Alamitos Police 
Department. Now Officer Vantilborg we haven't talked about 

the shooting yet, but what I did do was come in here make an 

introduction, take down your name, your work assignment and 
explain to you that we were going to go on tape and have you 
go over the facts, is that right? 

A That's right. 

Q Okay and you're well aware of the fact that the 

tape is going and you are now going to explain to us what 
transpired in todays pursuit what subsequently ended up in a 
shooting in the city of La Puente, is that correct? 

A That's correct. 
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Q Okay, in your own words Rene -- Rene is your 
first name? 

A That's right. 

Q Okay, Rene we're going to go ahead and let you 
describe to us what happened then. If you would start at 
least in brief what happened at the time or how did you get 
involved in this pursuit? 

A It came over the — over the radio as a bank rob¬ 
bery alarm. I started towards the bank, it was Home Bank 
and while I was en route to the bank I have a electronic 
tracking device in my car and while I was en route to the 
bank I saw that it was activated with one or two lights on. 
I couldn't get a direction of where it was coming from, but 
I knew that the call was originated at Home Bank, so I con¬ 
tinued towards that direction and while en route it was a 
confirmed bank robbery. They gave a suspect description of 
a male White with a white T-shirt and while I was en route 
to the bank I heard one of the other cars, one of our marked 
cars picked up an electronic tracking signal also, near the 
bank and they went onto the northbound 605 Freeway from 
Katella Avenue and Los Alamitos. I went towards that direc¬ 
tion, but that's further north, so I ended up taking the 
Carson on ramp onto the northbound 605 Freeway and they had, 
by this time, determined which car they were attempting to 
stop, which car they thought the suspect were in and they 
were proceeding northbound on the 605 Freeway from Carson 
and about an 8th of a mile ahead of me and I sped up and 
proceeded to following behind a other marked car of the Los 
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Alamitos marked car that had the tracking device and my 
tracking signal went off and I heard the radio traffic that 
it looked like a mini black pick-up truck that they were — 
wanted to stop and they attempted to make a car stop some¬ 
where further north of Carson, I think it was South Street 
or somewhere in that area and the vehicle didn't yield and 
vehicle sped northbound on the 605 Freeway from there and 
that's when the lights and sirens went on. Failed to yield, 
it went north on 605 all the way up to some exit I forget 
the exit. I went north through Whittier through I think we 
crossed the 60 Freeway and somewhere north of the 60 Freeway 
we got off on a place called Valley, I think it was. Then 
we traveled east on a couple of major streets and then a 
couple of — south and back east and south and northbound 
turns to a couple of residential areas and we ended up on a 
street called Collwood and there were — there were two cars 
— two police cars in front of me by Los Alamitos police 
cars in front of me. They had made this turn onto Collwood 
about a second and a half before I did, I think and when I 
made my turn I saw that our first patrol car — first marked 
patrol car had a person rolling off the top of the car and 
it appeared to me that a pedestrian was struck. Pedestrian 
rolled to the ground and I think he may have even moved some 
more, but one of our — one of our — I can't recall who the 
officer was. One of our officers got out and was with that 
guy. When that patrol car came to a stop, I later found out 
it was driven by Detective Cantu and later found out that 
the passenger in that car was Sergeant Swearingen and 
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Sergeant Swearingen was attending to that person that was 
struck, by the patrol car. It was a second suspect I saw 
running north on the sidewalk into a yard at 148 Collwood. 
He ran north through the yard up to a wire fence. It was 
about five feet tall and one of our other patrol cars, 
marked patrol cars, driven by Officer Trentini and I later 
discovered that Detective Mattern was a passenger in that 
car. When our other officers had paralleled this second 
suspect, northbound on Collwood, through the yard, he had 
turned, Officer Trentini's car had turned right up onto the 
curb and the suspect turned — after he came up to the fence 
he turned and simultaneously that patrol car came to a stop 
on the sidewalk. Suspect had turned and ran back southbound 
through the same yard of 148 Collwood, by that time I'd 
jumped out of my patrol car, ran towards that house and 
towards that front yard, but there was a chain link fence 
that wouldn't allow me to get to the suspect. The suspect - 
I yelled at him to stop and I had drawn my weapon by then 
— by that time. I knew it was bank robber and I yelled at 
him a couple of times to stop as long as I could and he 
stopped but — and then simultaneously as I yelled at him I 
heard that Detective Cantu had run up from my right, so that 
means he was running northbound on Collwood, probably on the 
sidewalk from my right and had paused at the chain link 
fence of this front yard also. He yelled, I yelled, I had 
my gun out. The suspect had stopped briefly and had turned 
harshly back towards his left to travel northbound at the 
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yard and almost did — immediately as he did this it ap¬ 
peared to be one swift harsh movement. Turning left, 
stopping and turning right real hard, facing towards the 
south and not completing his turn because that's when 
several shots were fired by Detective Cantu and the shots 
seemed to come off two instantaneously followed by several 
others that were rapid fire. I — I later — I — I — I — 
I later thought there were seven shots fired, cause I looked 
for the casings and put little FI cards over them so they 
wouldn't be lost and I — I — at this — during the time of 
the shooting I had my weapon drawn, pointed at the suspect 
and it was a — a — I think it was a trash can of some kind 
that I started to crouch behind about 1/3 — 1/3 of the — I 
was at about 3/4 stance. I crouched a little bit and had my 
weapon on the suspect when the shots fired and I didn't 
shoot. Suspect fell to the ground there were already shots 
being fired so I refrained from shooting and waited to see 
what his actions would be once he hit the ground and I 
recall ki— kind of scanning the house a little bit that he 
ran. I thought that may— I thought that maybe he lived 
there or he knew somebody that lived there and I remember 
scanning the house in the front yard and was an open door to 
the front, I think, and it was a garage in the back and I — 
I was wondering if any one hostile or adversaries would come 
from that house, so I stood there in this trash can with my 
weapon drawn and the shots had ceased firing and the suspect 
was down and I heard him say "okay" something towards okay 
and he laid on the ground and stuck his hands straight out 
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in front of him. I ran up to him and grabbed one hand, I 
don't recall which one of his hands it was and Officer 
Trentini had approached right behind me and grabbed the 
suspect's other hands and I put one hand behind his back and 
Officer Trentini put the other hand behind his back and 
Officer Trentini handcuffed the suspect with my assistance. 
I left Officer Trentini with the suspect. He was talking, I 
didn't take a statement, but he was talking to Officer 
Trentini and I took some barrier tape and tried to contain 
the scene. We were drawing a — a big crowd, so I spread up 
as much barrier tape as I could, as quickly as I could and 
then I grabbed my note pad and started to talk to — try to 
get peoples names and phone numbers and addresses and 
started to talk to people that were out there and somewhere 
in there I had put out a — on the radio that there was a 
shooting and a suspect was down and that we needed the 
paramedics, but I never — never did put out a location, 
cause I didn't know at — at the time, but I knew the 

helicopter knew so I — I figured that's probably going to 
get us the help we need as quickly as he could, so I put up 
some barrier tape and talked to four or five people out 
there and the first person I talked to was a — a neighbor, 

directly south of number 148 where the shooting took place 

and ^^^^ame was ^^told me that saw noth¬ 

ing, but ^^^fheard the siren and the shots while 
the backyard fixing mower and that's what prompted 

to come out and look, but I think the shooting had already 
taken place by the time came out.

I tried to transmit a couple of times and got no 
response back and so the only thing I had left to do is the 
police car in front of me which was Officer Trentini and I 
know he had a tracking device. It was him and I. The two 
tracking devices chasing on the bank robbery. 

Q Okay. 

A There was at one point you asked me if I saw him 
throw anything out the window. There were — there was one 
point where we had been on the center divider and there were 
a lot of paper items coming from the car and I couldn't tell 
what it was, I thought perhaps it was money cause it was 
that shape and size, but I couldn't — I — I couldn't make 
that distinction at that speed and pay attention to my driv¬ 
ing so I saw these papers coming from the car, but I could 
not actually see someone throwing them out. 

Q Okay, at this speed, do you have any idea what 
speed you were driving at this time or what the top speed 
was during this pursuit? 

A There was one point where I had reached 107 and 
there was one point and when I saw that I — I didn't feel 
comfortable and I slowed down a little bit. There was 
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another point during the car chase where I had an oppor¬ 
tunity to look and it said 92 and that was somewhere north 
of the, I think we crossed the 1-5 and went northbound to 
605, somewhere around there and I only had a brief chance to 
look at it, the speedometer hearing that. 

Q When you turned on to Collwood and you said 

Officer Trentini's car went into the fence, you stopped your 
car, you exited your vehicle and you saw the suspect now 
running south back towards the driveway. He enters the yard 
at 148? 

A Correct. 

Q He's going north, Trentini then runs into the 

fence? 

A Correct. 

Q You exit your car. The suspect now turns and 

runs southbound and then you saw Officer Cantu coming out. 
You're yelling at the suspect to stop? 

A Yes. 

Q And did you say you could hear Cantu also yell¬ 

ing? 

A Yes. 

Q Okay. 

A Yes. 

Q Cantu is yelling? 

A Uh-huh. 

Q And then you saw the suspect turn to the north 

and then cpiickly turn around to the south again? Is it a 
safe assumption at this point that you were — you said you 
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thought that it was a bank robbery as a (unint.) and then 
when you thought that he could be armed at this time? 

A Yes. 

Q And were you in fear for your safety? 

A Yes. 

Q And that's when he turned quickly and you heard 

the shots being fired? 

A That's correct. 

Q After the shots were fired the suspect went down 

and he started yelling back at you "okay, okay?" 

A He said something towards "okay, okay" I think 

that was what it -- what he said. 

Q Then he followed your instructions and he put his 

hands out front of him first and then you walked up and 
turned. Trentini walked up and subsequently handcuffed him? 

A I — I didn't give him those instructions. 

Q He did it on his own? 

A He — he had his hands out in front when — when 

I walked up there. 

Q And then Trentini and you went and handcuffed 

him? 

A That's correct. 

Q Okay, at the time you were watching him the yard, 

prior to the shooting, did you ever see him throw anything 

or get rid of anything? 

A No I did not. 

Q Okay, shots were fired after the movement in the 

driveway? You're talking about the movement from the left 
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to right and you made a statement that there was a harsh 
movement left after he went back south again? 

A Yeah. 

Q It's after — after that movement? 

A Yeah, it was di— di— directly right — right at 

that instance. He —: he turned harshly towards the left and 
stopped and harshly turned back towards the right and that's 
when the shots came. 

Q When he was turning, did you see where his hands 

were? 

A No, I didn't see his hands. 

Q Okay. You have anything further Mike? 

INV. CROWLEY: No. 

INV. CARRILLO: We've got nothing further, do you have any¬ 
thing that you think you'd like to add or you left out? 

A No. 

Q Okay, we're going to go off the tape at 2023 

hours.

INV. Okay, we're back on tape. The time is 2103 hours 
and we took a short break before we went on tape due to the 
fact that you want to go to the restroom, I got beeped and 
we took care of some personal business. We're back in the 
room. Back on tape at Industry Station the on going 
Investigation Officer Involved Shooting. In the interview 
room is myself Detective Gill Carrillo my partner Detective 
Mike Crowley and Officer Todd Mattern M-A-T-T-E-R-N from Los 
Alamitos Police Department and in case I didn't say it we 
started the tape at 2103 hours. Todd we took some brief 
personal information from you, we documented that then we 
broke. There was a five minute break, we came back in, 
we've explained to you now that we're going to talk about 
the incidents leading up the Officer Involved Shooting and 
you realize of course that the tape recorder is on, record¬ 
ing this interview and you've agreed to talk with us about 
(unint.)? 

A Yes. 
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Q Okay, if you will from the beginning tell us what 

happened today? 

A Okay. 

Q Leading up to the ultimate Officer Involved 

Shooting that occurred right here in the city of La Puente. 

A Okay, I was at Los Alamitos Police Department and 

I was about to go to a viewing of the body of our commander 
that past away a few days ago and I was going to go there to 
a local cemetery and mortuary with Officer Trentini. As we 
were walking to the car in the parking lot behind the sta¬ 
tion, Officer Trentini received a radio call of a bank 
robbery alarm at Home Bank, I decided to go with him, got in 
the passenger side of his car and while on the way to the 

area of the bank we received a very strong signal on the ETS 

Tracking System. We were able to determine a vehicle that - 
- that the signal appeared to be tracking on and we followed 
that car or actually we followed the signal to the 605 
Freeway where we pretty much figured out which car it was — 

it was directed at. I gave the information over the radio. 

We got other units involved. Tried to stop the car or the - 
the black truck and the truck did not yield and it turned 
out — it turned into a pursuit on the 605 Freeway going 
northbound. We reached pretty high speeds, I would say a — 
over 100 miles an hour. Most of the pursuit was in the left 
shoulder of the freeway. I noticed while we were in the 
pursuit that — that at first it appeared that there was 
only one occupant, the driver of the truck. Shortly after 
we started it, I noticed that somebody was laying down in 
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the back of the — the back portion of the truck, you know I 
— I saw his head moving in the back and — and told my 
partner you know that I saw somebody in the back. Shortly 
after the pursuit started, that person got up climbed into 
the passenger side of the truck and then a few minutes later 
we saw somebody climbing back into the back area of the 
truck again. That alarmed me, I thought somebody was going 
to go back in the — to the — to the rear of the truck and 
and possibly start shooting out the back as I — I — I 
couldn't figure out why somebody would want to climb into 
the back of the truck and then later on during the pursuit 
he — that — that person climbed back into the — the 
fronts portion, passenger area of the truck again. A lot of 
money came out of the truck. Passenger was throwing money 
out — out the passenger window. I'd say for about four 
miles. I believe I saw some other objects that I couldn't 
recognize, also going outside of the truck. The — the 
truck got off the 605 Freeway at Valley and made a right 
turn into a residential area and then there we made a 
several turns throughout the residential streets. At — at 
one point I believe the street was Collwood. The truck 
stopped it was — it — it was going, I think it was 
northbound on Collwood at a very high rate of speed. 
Stopped all of a sudden. I should say that we were at — at 
that point — at some point in the pursuit we were over 
taken by another unit, so we were the second unit in the 
pursuit I would say as — probably after about a quarter of 
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a way. Down the 605 Freeway another Los Alamitos Unit was - 
- was the lead car and that unit was driven by De— Corporal 
Cantu and Sergeant Dwane Swear— Swearingen was his pas¬ 
senger and then throughout the remainder of the pursuit we 
were behind Cantu's unit you know we were pretty close dis¬ 
tance. While going northbound Colridge or Collwood, I'm not 
sure the — the name of the street. The truck made a sudden 
stop. Both passengers got out of the truck suddenly and 
began to run towards the right side of — of their truck. 
Cantu's vehicle swerved to the right of the truck. It ap¬ 
peared to me to — to avoid colliding with the rear end of 
the truck and I saw his — his unit, the front end of his 
unit collide with one of the suspects that was running 
towards the curb. The other suspect ran to the, I guess 
that would be the east sidewalk and then began to run 
northbound across the front yard of a house and after 
Cantu's car swerved to the right, we had to swerve around it 
to the left to avoid colliding with that. We proceeded 
going north for a few feet and then we came to -- we swerved 
to the right, collided with a fence of a — that ran along 
the front of a white house. After colliding with the fence 
we were about in the path that the suspect that did not get 
struck by -- by the car. The other suspect, he was running 
towards our car at that time and then after we collided into 
the fence he turned around and started running back in a 
southward direction. I got out of my car. I got out of the 
passenger side of the car and started running towards him 
and he was turned around, he was looking at me as he was 
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running, didn't even appear that he was running very fast 
and he started running in an east ~~ in a southeast direc“ 
tion towards the driveway. Because of the way that he was 
looking back over his shoulder at me and running with his 
hands and his arms in front of him, I was reaching for my 
gun that I keep in a — in a nylon bag on my waistband. As 
soon as I got out of the car I was reaching for that gun and 
I was running along the street side of the fence towards the 
driveway of this white house and my view of — of the 
suspect was temporarily blocked by a tree that was in the 
front yard of this house and as I — as I pulled my gun out 
of my bag and — and came across that tree, on the sidewalk, 
on the street side of the fence, I saw Corporal Cantu was 
standing at the sidewalk on — on the same side of the fence 
that I was, I'd say probably about six to eight feet south 
of me on — and I saw him or first I — I — I — I heard 
the shots fired and I saw that Corporal Cantu was firing 
rounds at — at the suspect. I saw the suspect get struck, 
I saw him go down and as soon as the shots stopped, I — I 
believe I heard at least four shots. As soon as the shots 
stopped the suspect had — had gone down to the ground. He 
he then extended his arms out and I believe he said 
"Okay, okay" and at that time Cantu, I believe Officer 
Trentini and Officer Vantilburg who was behind us in the 
pursuit, they went to that suspect, I went to the location 
where the other suspect who had been hit by the car, where 
he down, he was with Sergeant Swearingen and I went over 
there to assist him getting handcuffed. 
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Q When you exited your car and you started to pull 
your gun out, the suspect was running south in front of the 
house, in a southeasterly direction you said and his hands 
were in front of him and you thought he was going — you 
thought he had a weapon? 

A I thought that there was a good possibility that 
he did. 

Q And if I understand you correctly, due to the big 
tree that's in that front yard you momentarily for a split 
second you lost sight of him and the next thing you see is 
you see Cantu firing, is that — do I understand you cor¬ 
rectly? 

A Yeah, I — I would say that that's correct. 

Q So at the time that Cantu started firing you were 
looking at Cantu and not at the suspect, because of the lack 
of vision from the tree? 

A I had already come out from behind the tree. 
What — what — what I — I believe I remember doing was I - 

- I even started to panic a bit. I had — had preplanned 
with Officer Trentini while we were in this pursuit that if 

— when we got out that I was going to take the shotgun from 
the unit. We — we crashed into the fence. I got out, I 
forgot the shotgun back there and when he started running 
towards that driveway, he wasn't running very fast, it 
didn't appear to me that he was really, really trying to get 
away cause he wasn't full run sprinting, he was just kind of 
jogging away and looking back at me and I even felt that 
when I got behind that tree that I had some sort of security 
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and I even stopped chasing him to look down pull my gun out 
of the bag and then when I came out from behind that tree. 
I saw — I saw the suspect get shot. I — I really can't 
even tell you what I was focused on looking, cause I — I 
distinctively remember seeing him get shot and I remember 
seeing Cantu firing^the rounds, so it's — it's hard for me 
to say exactly what I was — what I was staring at and what 
I saw from my peripheral vision, but — but all the oth— 
but I was — I was real close to both of them. 

INV. CROWLEY: No, I don't have anything. 

INV. CARRILLO: Okay, I've got nothing further. Mike's 
got nothing further. Do you have anything else you want to 
add — 

A No. 

Q — Todd? 

A No. 

Q Okay, we're going to go off the tape then at 

2117.

INV. CARRILLO: We're continuing with the investigation 
into the Officer Involved Shooting, Los Alamitos P.D. We're 
are still at Industry Station. The time is 2033 and in the 
interview room is myself Detective Gil Carrillo, my partner 
Detective Mike Crowley, we are interviewing Officer Steve 
Trentini T-R-E-N-T-I-N-I of Los Alamitos Police Department. 
Steve we brought you in here just a few minutes ago to ex¬ 
plain to you briefly what we're going to do, we just took 
your name and work address and a few cpaestions about your 
personnel file at the station and we've told you we were 
going to go on tape. You are — in fact the tape recorder 
is running. 

A Yes. 

Q And you agreed to go and tell us about this pur¬ 

suit that started in the city of Los Alamitos, eventually 
ended up in the fine city of La Puente and then culminated 
in the Officer Involved Shooting, is that correct? 

A Yes. 
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Q Okay, why don't you tell us from the beginning in 
what happened today? Where were you? (Unint.)? 

A Okay, I was at the police station, received a 
call of a bank robbery, on the radio, started to proceed in 
the direction of the bank, picked up a signal on the ETS, 
you know the electronic tracking system, made a U-turn, got 
a good signal made a U-turn, figured it was going in the 
direction to get on the 605 Freeway, got on the 605 Freeway, 
ended up getting right behind the car, got a good signal 
coming from the black Nissan pick-up of the camper shell. 
At that time it appeared to be one male driver. We followed 
the vehicle up the freeway. A couple of more units got into 
it. While going up the freeway I noticed somebody was in 
the back of the truck. Another unit got in front of me, I 
believe it was a sergeant. A couple of more units got in. 
We started — we red lighted and we stopped the car and it 
took off as officer — races from there on. Northbound the 
605 Freeway, I ended up second unit in the pursuit with the 
unit driven by Vick Cantu first in the pursuit. I really 
don't know how we got jumbled around, but I ended up second 
unit in the pursuit. Somewhere along the freeway the — I 
don't remember exactly where. Imperial or — they started 
tossing the money out the window, believe it was coming out 
both sides of the car. Got off on Valley, I can't think, it 
was Valley, off in a residential area I don't know around 
through the S's and everything. Ended up coming onto the 
street, I don't remember the name of the street, where the 
incident took place. There's a corner — I guess we were 
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going northbound on the street. There was a — a left hand 
corner, suspect went around the corner, with the unit driven 
by Vick Cantu, went around the corner, about the time I got 
around the corner I could see the suspect vehicle was 
stopped in the middle of the street. Both doors were open 
and both suspects were fleeing out the vehicle, one on each 
side. At that point, I believe the person that I saw get 
out of the passenger side was the person I saw driving the 
car at the beginning of the pursuit, which was the one that 
eventually was shot. Okay, the unit driven by Vick Cantu 
was approaching, he was slowing down, braking, you could see 
his brake lights on, the tail end of the car raised up, so I 
could tell he was braking, you know slowing down up behind 
the car. The suspect that got out of the passenger side of 
the car got out and started running, headed diagonal 
northbound on the street towards the east, towards the east 
curb at a diagonal. The driver of the vehicle, if I remem¬ 
ber correctly, got out, started to run back towards my 
location and then turned around and headed northbound again, 
around the front of his car. He may of came around the back 
of his car, but I believe he went around the front of his 
car. Now this is transpiring as I'm still moving up the 
street. He, the suspect, he ran east across the street, out 
of my sight for a moment, either — either he was — the — 
my view was blocked by Vick Cantu's unit or a parked car, I 
don't really recall and the next thing I remember is he was 
hit by the car, by Vick Cantu's unit. I saw him flying up 
over the hood of the car and he came to rest down on the

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curb. Vick's car continued northbound for a couple of yards 
I guess and — and stopped. The other suspect that came out 
of the passenger side, who I originally saw as the driver, 
was still running north on the street towards a diagonal, 
towards the curb up across the sidewalk and into a — a — 
an open gate of the residence I think was 148 was the ad¬ 
dress, the white residence. I passed up Vick Cantu's unit, 
the suspect vehicle, I drove between them, continued north 
to kind of parallel the suspect who was running northbound 
across the front yard of this residence. I turned my car to 
the right and — to try to head him off. I ended up driving 
up over the curb and into the fence and at -- at just about 
the same point, which was the far north end of the — of the 
lot that the house sits on, at about that point the — he 
stopped turned around and started running back south on the 
opposite direction. I got out of the driver's side of my 
car and ran around to the — to the back portion of the left 
rear corner panel in — of my police car. At that point, 
about the — about the point that I got there, the suspect 
was at the southeast corner of the residence, about where 
the driveway is. I'm sorry southwest corner of the 
residence. I was at the corner of my car, that's when I saw 
him, his back was facing me —- his back was towards me as he 
was running away from me. He really slowed, I don't know 
that he stopped running, but he slowed. Both of his hands 
were in front of him. As he was running you know I could 
see his hands out to his sides, both of his hands went in 
front of him. I -- I won't say he crouched down, but it 
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looked as though he was making some sort of a movement where 
he was bringing his arms in tighter and what I thought, as I 
thought he was going for a weapon and when I did that I kind 
of ducked behind my car. He — he turned — he turned to 
his right a little bit and I could see his face, but he 
didn't completely turn, at least I don't think he completely 
turned around, but he turned slightly, not to where I could 
see the front of him, but maybe more — he just turned his 
head to the right. I thought he was going for a gun and I 
ducked behind my car. At about that same time, I could see, 
I'm sorry I didn't see Vick at — at this point. As he did 
that, I ducked behind my car, so I — I — I took my eyes 
off of him for a split second. At about that same time I 
heard a gun go off. I immediately looked back in that 
direction, I could — my peripheral vision I could see Vick, 
Vick Cantu standing — it looked he was — it looked like he 
was on the sidewalk, about parallel—

INV. CARRILLO: Okay, we're back on the tape. We just 
ran out of tape on side one, we just turned it over to side 
two. You just left off where Officer Cantu appeared to be 
parallel to the suspect. You believe on the sidewalk or 
maybe on the driveway? 

A Right, that's where Vick was and the suspect was 
getting down on the driveway towards the southwest corner of 
the house. He made that movement — I heard a round go off. 
I — I — I — which brought my attention right back to him 
and the one round went off and almost immediately I heard 
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about four more rounds, so kind of like bang, pause, bang, 
bang, bang, bang. They were real quick rounds and there was 
a little bit of pause, I think between the first one and 
then consecutive rounds. I could see the suspect was hit. 
When he got hit, at least I assumed he was hit, by his ac¬ 
tions, when he seemed — like right after the first round 
hit him, his arms kind of went up and he turned around, not 
facing Cantu but I think he kind of turned around to his 
right a little bit more. His hands kind of went up, he 
stumbled and fell to the ground and — and that all to— 
took place in just a split second and when he made that 
movement I really thought he was going for a gun or some¬ 
thing and had I not ducked behind that — I ducked behind my 
car because I didn't want to get shot and had I not done 
that I mean I thought I would have shot if he hadn't of fal¬ 
len down. 

INV CROWLEY: After he goes down, what happened? 

A Okay, he went down, I approached him, ran up to 
him, took my handcuffs out and started to handcuff him. 
About that time Officer Vantilborg came up and I don't know 
where he was while this other transpired. I didn't see him 
until I went up to handcuff him. The suspect was laying 
face down with his towards the south. I took hold of one of 
his arms, handcuffed it and Officer Vantilborg assisted me 
with his other arm and he was still fighting a little bit 
with getting his arms behind him and — and we handcuffed 
him and — and then he laid down and I think Sergeant Ferris 
got there about that time and just covered him and then I — 
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a few seconds later a deputy came up and I confirmed that we 
had medics en route and — and that was about it. I I 

really didn't see Vick Cantu after that. 

Q At the time you got out of your unit after you 
pulled into the yard and cut of his — his — 

A Uh-huh. 

Q course of travel. Did you have your gun in — 

in your holster or did you have it out? 

A It came out of the holster just as I was getting 

out of the car. 

Q So you had it in your hands? 

A Yes. 

Q At the time — 

A Had it in my hand. 

Q — you approached the rear of the patrol car? 

A Yes. 

INV. CARRILLO: Do you have anything else Mike? 

INV. CROWLEY: Nothing. 

INV. CARRILLO: Do you have anything else Steve that 

you would like to add? 

A That's about it. 

Q Okay, I've got no further questions. We're going 

to go off the tape at 2046.

INV. LYONS: This is the same date of 3-10-92, under 
the same file number. Uhm, Investigators Lyons and Durazo, 
uh, interviewing at, uh, 1840 hours. Sergeant Lyell, L-Y-E- 
L-L, Duane, D-U-A-N-E, Swearingen, S-W-E-A-R-I-N-G-E-N, uh, 
Los Alamitos Police Department. Okay. Sergeant Swearingen, 
why don't you start from the beginning and tell us, uh what 
led up to the events that, uh, happened today. 

A We were in the station and we heard the dis¬ 
patcher put out a 211 call at Home Bank and we responded 
out, took a mark unit. Corporal or, uh, Officer Cantu and 
myself with Cantu driving. Took a marked unit and responded 
to the area of Sausalito and Los Alamitos Boulevard. About 
the same time, we heard a — one of the — one of our other 
units advise that they had, uh , five lights on the 
electronic tracking system. We responded — or they had the 
lights in the area of Los Alamitos Boulevard and Katella. 
We responded to that area. By the time we got to that area, 
they advised that they believed the suspect vehicle was 
northbound on the 605 Freeway. The initial broadcast came 
out as a male White, brown hair with a mustache and I don't 
believe there was any vehicle seen or heard at that point. 
We entered the northbound 405 Freeway and that's when we 
heard one of our units again say, "We think we have the 
vehicle according to the tracking system" and described the 
vehicle as being a black pickup. The -- That particular 
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unit advised our station of the description and also of the 
license number. We continued northbound on the 605 follow¬ 
ing the other units. We got to a point to where we fell 
back and tried to make kind of a traffic break so that — to 
keep other citizens away from the actual pursuit. 

Q Were you on the freeway? 

A Yes. 605 -- 

Q On the 605. 

A — northbound. Right. And at one point, we con¬ 

tinued — we continued doing that for awhile and the vehicle 
seemed to have pulled away from one — from the other units. 

Q The suspect's vehicle -- 

A Yeah. 

Q -- seemed to have pulled away — 

A Right. 

Q -- from your pursuing unit. 

A Right. 

Q Do you have any idea how many units were in pur¬ 

suit, besides yourself? Or with yourself? 

A I would say there was probably two marked units, 

maybe, and one unmarked -- No. Maybe there were three 
marked units and one unmarked unit. 

Q Three — Three marked — Three black and whites, 

including the one you were in? 

A No, ours would have been the — Yeah, yeah. I 

think ours would have been the third one. That's all that I 
realized, you know. I — Everything was happening so fast. 

Q And you and your partner, the driver of your 

marked unit, you were both in soft clothes that day. 

A Yes. We were in soft clothes. 

Q Alright. 
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A And, uh, at one point, and I can't res- -- remem¬ 

ber exactly at what one point, we became the primary unit in 
the pursuit. The vehicle — 

Q Was it still on the freeway at that time? Or? 

A Yes. We continued northbound on the 605. He 

would move in to the center, uh, shoulder and continue and 
it would weave back and forth across lanes. 

Q Okay. 

A Number one, number two lane and then back to the 

center. 

Q Uhm, you — you were pursuing with red lights and 

siren? 

A Red lights and siren. Yes. And this -- this 

went all the way through. Red lights, siren, sometimes we'd 
hit the yelp, that sort of thing. Continue along the center 
divider and -- and continued northbound, and it, like I 
said, at one point there was a stalled vehicle in the -- on 
the -- on the ce- -- on the center island and, of course, we 
had a fear that he was gonna hit it, but anyway he passed it 
and we got around it also and he continued. And at some 
point during this — this — during the pursuit — I should 
go back and say that at this time, we only sa- -- at the 
very beginning we — we only saw one -- one guy in the 
vehicle, which was the driver. But one of the other units 
advised that they thought that maybe somebody, whether was - 
- was — was lying down in the — in the bed of the pickup. 

Q Uhm, was it covered? The bed of the pickup 

covered? Or -- 

A Yeah. There was a co- -- a black camper shell on 

it. 

Q I see. You couldn't see in the interior. 

A Uh, no. We couldn't see down, you know, 'cause 

we were at car level and we couldn't see exactly if there's 
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anybody. I didn't know that there was anybody in the back 
until the other unit said there might have been somebody in 
the back. 

Q Not being the driver, do you have any idea what 

type of speeds you were travelling at? 

A I would say we're probably -- we're probably 

going between 70 and 90. Maybe even 95 at — at some point 
in time during. At any rate, at — at one point, and there 
again I don't recall exactly where we were, but it was prob¬ 
ably -- Well, I just -- I don't know. The guy in the back 
gets up and gets into the passenger side of the pickup. 

Q You observed this. 

A Right. 

Q How did he do this? Through the -- Through a 

window? Or through a — 

A Yeah. I, uh, -- The window looked like it been 

taken out and so he just got up and jumped onto -- into the 
passenger side of the vehicle. And they continued 
northbound in the center divider thing and then all of a 
sudden about 90, well somewhere around there, approximately 
90 miles an hour, the driver jumps in the back of the bed of 
the pickup with the passenger moving over to the driver's 
side. And so we're kinda — we've gotta concern there, be¬ 
cause this guy's jumping back there and I think Officer 
Cantu, at that time, said to me something to the effect of, 
"Watch out, they may try to shoot at us." So we kind of 
backed off. So anyway, continued down and all of a sudden 
money starts coming out the — coming out both windows of 
the vehicle and I — this occurred for, I don't know, prob¬ 
ably a mile or so down the freeway. And we're rolling, 
continually rolling down this — 

Q (LAUGHING) How come I wasn't on that freeway? 
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A Anyway, we continued northbound on the 605 and I 

hadn't -- I didn't know at that time, I -- I found out a 
later date that we'd pass the, uh, 60 Freeway and they shot 
over from the center divider right into the on — off ramp 
at Valley. They made a right turn on Valley. They almost 
lost control of their vehicle as they were coming off the 
off ramp, but anyway, they got off and they made a right 
turn onto,' I believe it was the first street after the 
freeway, and I — I don't know exactly what the name of that 
street would have been. But anyway, they — they got off, 
made a right turn off of the 605 Freeway, got onto Valley, 
then made a right turn onto this street. They continued 
down this street and I could see a bus with its flashing 
lights on, school bus, and a bus driver in the crosswalk 
with the kids crossing and I made mention to -- to Cantu, I 
says, "Boy, I hope they don't hit these kids." Well, they 
got through that okay, we got through. Then they — they 
got up, continued southbound, I believe it was southbound, 
and they made a left turn at, there again and I'm not sure. 

Q You're in a residential neighborhood now? 

A Yeah, I think it was pretty much -- 

(KNOCK AT THE DOOR) 

-- I think -- 

Q Or did you happen to notice? Or -- Or did — did 

it -- Was it seem like, uh, -- like residential streets? Or 
major streets? 

A No, it was more like a residential street. 

Q Okay. 

A And we got to the, uh, -- continued southbound 

after the school bus and we hit another street and they made 
a left turn. Well, they continued eastbound on this street 
and there was some construction going on and there was a 
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flagman out there. They made a -- went through the con¬ 
struction and made a quick left turn and the flagman, of 
course that they had out there for construction, had to jump 
out of the way and they continued down this, uh, street, I 
think it -- probably went again northbound on this par¬ 
ticular street. And I think it was something of Basiltone 
or, uhm, 'cause I took a look at the street signs as we went 
by. 

Q Was there other units behind you in this pursuit? 

A As far as I know there was. I was concentrating 

on watching the vehicle, because I did — we didn't want to 
lose him because there were times where they got quite a 
little distance ahead of us because of the turns and every¬ 
thing and I was watching them and just letting Cantu know 
that, "Hey, they're -- they're still there" and this. 

Q Were both suspects in the front of the vehicle? 

A Yes. 

Q Okay. 

A Yes. And so they came out on — back onto 

Valley, made a right turn onto Valley and came to a major 
intersection where they rear ended a white vehicle. I 
believe they did damage to their right front and they may 
have hit the left rear end of this white vehicle. And as — 

Q Was it -- 

A -- they made a right turn at this major intersec¬ 

tion, which -- 

Q Was it parked or moving? 

A It was -- I — I -- I believe it was moving. And 

so they made the right turn and they came up to a little — 
it looked like a private road, maybe into a church parking 
lot or a park parking lot or something and I think I may 
have said something to Cantu or I was thinking to myself 
that, "God, I hope there aren't any kids out here", you

know. But they continued on through and they hit something 
in this area and I don't know exa- — I can't recall exactly 
what it was. But anyway, they continued through this park¬ 
ing lot area, came out on a residential street and ended up 
back on this street where the contru- construction zone was, 
going westbound instead of eastbound. But anyway, they're 
going westbound and, there again, this flagman just, you 
know, he had to jump out of the way, they're gonna run him 
over. 

Q Second time. 

A Yeah. So they make this right turn on this same 

street that we made, uh, the turn of which at -- it seems

But at that time, I 
believe Officer Trentini from our Department had arrived at 
the scene and so my main concern was — was with the guy I 
had, because I felt he had enough -- enough coverage over 
there. Uh, when this passenger got out and started running 
to the right, I thought that I had seen some type of a bag 
or something that he was carrying in his right hand, but I - 
- I can't be sure because I -- it's -- it's just an image 
that I have. Uh, and that's about all I can tell you about 
him. 

Q When the radio car hit the passenger. 

A Uh-huh. 
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Q No, it was the driver.

As he — He was laying there and at the time he 
had his hands out in a prone position, as if, you know, he 
knew that he needs to — needed to keep his hands up, but — 
and I just told him, uh, I says, "Keep your hands out there" 
and it was just kind -- he just kind of moaned, you know. 
And so it was, you know, -- And I just said, "Keep your 
hands out there, stay still." 

Q Okay. And where were you when you were doing 

this? Where were you in relationship to — to the suspect? 
That the, uh, driver suspect that was laying in the street. 
He was laying in the curb. Was his head north or south?

A Officer Can -- When I heard the shots, I looked 

over and Officer Cantu, it appeared that he was standing in 
the driveway of the residence where the -- the fellow got 
shot — where the suspect got shot. 

Q Okay. So he was in the driveway. Where was he 

in the driveway, if you recall? 

A I believe he was -- It appeared to me that he was 

in the apron of the driveway. 

Q Okay. So near the sidewalk. 

A Near the sidewalk.

INV. LYONS: Uh, this is 3-10-92. The time is 2055 

hours. Uh, same file number, Lyons and Durazo, interviewing 
Los Alamitos Police Department Corporal Victoriano, V-I-C-T- 
O-R-I-A-N-O, Cantu, C-A-N-T-U, Junior, Employee 010, male 
Hispanic, 45, DOB: Okay. Uh, what do you like 

to be called, as far as your first name? What do they call 
you? 

A Cantu. 

Q Cantu. Okay. Cantu, go for it. 

A Okay. Uhm, at about 2 in the afternoon today, 3- 

10-, uh, 92, I was at the Los Alamitos Police Department at 
3201 Katella in Los Alamitos in Orange County. I heard a 
bell that is rung by the dispatchers when an emergency call 
comes out. The ding dong went off, I heard the dispatcher 
put out a -- an armed robbery alarm at Home Bank, which is 
located at 10942 Pine Street in Los Alamitos which is near 
the intersection of Los Alamitos Boulevard and Katella. The 
bank is approximately a quarter mile from the 605 Freeway 
and east. Uh, Sergeant Duane Swearingen was nearby, I asked 
him to come with me. The both of us were in civilian 
clothes. I reached and, uh, took a pair of, uh, marked unit 
keys from the sergeant's, uh, excuse me, the watch com¬ 
mander's office. We went out to a marked unit, a black and 
white, and, uh. Sergeant Swearingen entered as the right 
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front passenger, I took the driver's seat. We left the sta¬ 
tion eastbound, uh, out of the parking lot and we drove 
north on Oak Street to Sausalito, where we turned eastbound. 
We drove three blocks and we stopped at Los Alaitiitos 
Boulevard and Sausalito and we waited for anymore informa¬ 
tion over the radio. I heard the dispatcher, at some point 
in time and I don't remember if — whether it was over the 
police radio or as he's putting it out when we're leaving 
the station, as he is telling units that a robbery had oc¬ 
curred at the bank and that a male, uh, wearing a blue polo 
shirt, had confronted a teller, passed her a demand note of 
some kind and had not displayed a weapon, but had told the 
teller that he had one on him. A few moments later, I don't 
know, it was less then a minute, I heard a police officer 
over the radio indicating that his ETS receiver was ac¬ 
tivated and it was showing so many lights near Katella and 
Los Alamitos Boulevard, uh, which was about three to four- 
tenths of a mile south of my location that Los Alamitos and 
Sausalito. I drove at high speed to that location. Prior 
to getting to that location, I heard a second officer indic¬ 
ate more lights at the 605 Freeway and Katella, uh, so I 
assumed that if there was an ETS packet, and obviously there 
was as the lights were going on, that the suspect was moving 
in a westerly dir- direction towards the freeway from the 
bank on Katella. I drove to the 605 Freeway, westbound on 
Katella. I heard officers already on the freeway northbound 
on the 605 from Katella, so I jumped on the freeway. 
Sergeant Swearingen was still my passenger. I heard an of¬ 
ficer over the police radio say that he had lights and he 
was following or he was behind a certain vehicle, which he 
identified as a black pickup with a black camper shell, 
that the ETS, uh, electronic tracking system, indicated that 
that was probably or possibly the suspect vehicle. I don't 
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remember his exact words and I don't recall or remember who 
the officer was. But it was one of us, because it was com¬ 
ing over our green channel. This was, uh, as the suspect 
vehicle was approaching Carson, uh, northbound on the 605. 
I caught up to two units -- two marked units, two black and 
whites, that were driving in the slow lane and one driving 
just left of that unit, both behind the black pickup truck 
described over the radio. Uh, I was the third unit in line, 
so what I did is I activated my overheads, popped the siren 
on and then I began an S-maneuver on the freeway, creating a 
gap between the officers in front of me and civilian traffic 
behind me. It appeared at that time that the officers were 
gonna make a stop on the freeway just at Carson. The pickup 
truck was in the slow lane and it wasn't moving very fast, 
probably about 60, 65 miles an hour. Uhm, I heard the 
sirens of the other cars, as I'm doing this S-maneuver on 
the freeway. Uh, then I see the black pickup truck ac¬ 
celerate to a high rate of speed in the slow lane and then I 
saw the units in front of me also accelerate and a chase 
began. I left what I was doing and increased speed and then 
I saw that the truck was starting to leave the units behind. 
I was catching up to the units in front of me, uh, and I was 
going faster, so I passed them and I took the lead. Uh, we 
were still in the slow lanes and we came up to the 91 
Freeway and it looked like the suspect was gonna, uh, get on 
the 91 Freeway off the northbound 605. He took the on ramp, 
but then he darted back into the -- into traffic on the 
northbound, uh, 605 and moved all the way to the fast lane 
as we were passing the 91 Freeway, still on the 605. I got 
very close to him and I could see his face in the rear view 
mirror. I got to about one car length behind him. We con¬ 
tinued northbound in the fast lane and then when we reached 
a part of the freeway, where there is a center shoulder, the 
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guy started passing traffic in the center shoulder, so I 
stayed behind him still within one car length or less. 
We're doing about 95 miles an hour to 100 miles an hour in 
that position. The driver then abandoned his position and 
crawled into the back bed of the truck through a boot and 
nobody, at least that I could see, was driving the truck. I 
then saw the passenger slide into the driver's seat and I 
could see the silhouette of the guy in the back and he was 
either putting on or pulling off a shoulder holster, at 
least that's what it looked like, and at that time I looked 
at Sergeant Swearingen and I said, "Duane, he's going to 
shoot at us." I increased my speed and I rammed the guy 
from behind, hoping to knock the guy if he — if he in fact 
was going to shoot, hoping to knock him down inside the bed 
of the truck. Uh, all I did was force him forward and he 
left me a little bit behind, but we continued in the, uh, — 
in the sho- — center shoulder. We continued at a high rate 
of speed. Uh, he was going in and out of traffic, using not 
all lanes but a lot of 'em, but primarily he stayed in the 
center shoulder area. I stayed very close to him. Uhm, I 
didn't realize we had passed the Santa Ana Freeway or the 60 
Freeway, but sometime between those — sometime during that 
period of time, the two of 'em started tossing money out 
both windows of the truck. The guy in the back eventually 
made it back to the right front seat, so now the driver was 
the passenger and the passenger was now driving the truck. 
Money kept coming out. Three or fo- — I saw each of 'em 
reach out three or four or five times on both sides of the 
truck, as money was being flailed out the window. The pas¬ 
senger was taking wads of money and holding 'em up high 
above the cab, allowing the air rushing through his hands, 
picking up bill slowly. It looked like he was trying to at¬ 
tract the cars around us to stop, start picking up the 
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money, so that's why I stayed close to him. He then grabbed 
a big wad of money and as he passed a small compact car, 
driven by a male, he flung it with his arm out and hit the - 

- the -- the driver's door window with the money. It 
exploded and fluttered all over. The speed continued, we're 
still in the shoulder. We're coming around a curb, left to 
right, on the freeway still in the shoulder and there was a 
tow truck and a car that was being jacked up and there was - 

- I had two people, two males, at the right rear corner of 
the vehicle behind the tow truck. Uh, the guy jumped into 
the fast lane or the number two lane, whichever, to avoid 
the collision and then, it took me by surprise but I saw 
him, and I did the same when we passed them, both of us went 
back into the shoulder. We eventually made it to Valley, as 

- my — my -- That's what I'm told. That that's the name 
of the street. It's an S shape off ramp, which comes to 
Valley, and I could see traffic moving from left to right in 
the eastbound lanes. Uh, cars, maybe one pickup, an 18 
wheeler was to the right, as I made the turn, because the 
suspect, as he came off the off ramp and onto Valley, just 
caused vehicles to skid to a stop. He created a gap for me. 
I was some 50 yards behind him and my lights and sirens were 
blaring. I went through the gap, making an eastbound turn, 
and he goes into the fast lane and passes the truck, the 18 
wheeler, which is eastbound in the middle lane, and I drove 
on the number three lane. The slow lane past the truck, 
the, uh, black pickup truck went to a — s- — a residential 
two lane roadway, made a right turn going south. I don't 
know the name of the street, it's a long one. Uh, and then 
he picks up speed again, uh, high speeds, 80, 90 miles an 
hour. I'm increasing speed, he's still some 50 yards in 
front of me. Uh, i- — ahead of us, about three quarters of 
a mile, I see a bus, the back end of a bus, stopped in the 
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middle of our lane, the southbound lane. Red lights flash¬ 
ing, indicating that it was stopped to unload children. 
Between the bus -- the left side of the bus and the east 
curb of that street, right in the center of the northbound 
lane was a woman, who I assumed was the bus driver, with a 
stop sign holding it in front of her. I could see red and 
the -- the white letters, which I assumed said stop. I 
could see the pickup truck in front of me, the suspect 
vehicle, still moving in a high rate of speed and I could 
see numerous kids crossing the street behind the crossing 
guard. They weren't moving, but the -- and — and the truck 
wasn't slowing. Sergeant Swearingen yelled something like, 
"He's gonna hit one of the kids" or "He's gonna kill 
somebody", so I started to back off. Just before this guy 
got to the bus, the bus driver ran out of the way and then 
the kids parted. And the guy flew by 'em, I saw no brake 
lights, that would indicate that he was slowing for them. 
Once it was clear for me, I increased my speed and I punched 
it pass the bus. We came, I think, not to a dead end, but 
the street curves left at a 90 degree turn. The guy took 
the turn at a high rate of speed and he almost lost it, but 
he gained control. It gave me plenty of time to catch up, I 
slowed, I took the turn. We started driving east on that 
two lane road, I don't know the name of it. Ahead of us, I 
could see large orange or yellow construction vehicles and 
orange cones of some sort on the street right in the middle 
and one of those construction vehicles was a large crane. 
The only portion of the road that I could see — At the time 
I couldn't see that there was any opening, I thought it was 
blocked and I thought they were gonna stop. But it turned 
out that the extreme left side or the north side of the 
street, there was an opening made with the cones or these 
orange stands that the -- the construction crew had setup 
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there and there was a flagman waving the guy to stop, and 
the flagman wasn't moving. Again I thought he was gonna hit 
that guy. The guy came up on the construction's, uh, site, 
the flagman jumped to the south. As the guy came up, he 
couldn't turn right because that crane was too far out into 
the street. The black pickup truck made a left turn on a 
street, that I am now told is Don Julian or Julian. The 
pickup truck increased speed again, then came up to the 
first intersection, which I am now told was Collwood. He 
made a right turn. The street curves from right to left, 
again, almost in a — in a 90 degree turn and hits and we 
started hitting north on Collwood back towards Valley. We 
were again still at a high rate of speed. I could see 
people starting to run up towards the street in their front 
yards or their, uh, front porches. Uh, we came up to 
Valley, I could see cross traffing, uh, moving eastbound and 
it was heavy and I thought there would be an accident, so I 
started to back off. The guy, somehow, made it through 
without stopping, 'causing again a gap in traffic. My 
lights and siren were still on. The gap he created for me 
allowed me to go into Valley. We moved over and started 
moving — We started moving east again on Valley, another 18 
wheeler was in front of us. Uh, the suspect vehicle, I 
think, passed him on the left in the fast lane. The 18 
wheeler, which I thought was the same one we had passed ear¬ 
lier, and then I passed him also in the fast lane, the 
number one lane eastbound. We came up to an intersection, 
a four-way intersection controlled by traffic signals. Now 
I am told that that was probably Workman's Mill Road. We 
made a right turn from eastbound Valley, now southbound on 
Workman Mill Road and the guy hit a white compact driven by 
a male. And, uh, I don't know what part of his car — or 
was hit. This is the, uh, -- the civilian's car that was 
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hit, but the suspect vehicle took out his right front 
fender. You could see it as he made his right turn, I could 
see the big dent in front of the wheel, his right front 
wheel. We, uh, continued south. Workman Mill Road curves 
from left to right and then gradually comes back left. We 
caught up to one car that was on that street and no more, on 
our side of the street. Then he — Uh, then the black, uh, 
pickup, it was a Nissan, made a right turn off of Workman's 
Mill Road, hit a white metal V-shaped gate, whether it was 
locked or not I don't know, but they'd sprung open, I fol¬ 
lowed. There were police cars behind me by now, uh, they 
were staying close to me. We drove on this long two lane 
blacktop, which I think was a private driveway to a church 
or to a school. We ended up, uh, next to a one-story office 
building, like a school or a church, and he made a left turn 
behind that church and we came out into a little side 
street, I don't know the name of it. He made a right turn 
on that little street and we eventually returned to the 
street where that large crane was located in the middle. 
Again we were pulling 60, 70 miles an hour. The flagman was 
out again, waving his -- this guy to stop. The flagman 
realized it was the same car, 'cause he's, I'm -- I'm he saw 
us, 'cause I was right behind him, and he jumped out of the 
way again. Again he couldn't maneuver. The only way he 
could go was north on Don Julian, I followed. Now we're 
going back, retracing out steps again. We came up to, uh, 
Collwood, I saw one of our detective's car facing, uh, right 
to left, coming out of Collwood, to my right. Uhm, I recog¬ 
nized Detective Brendon Hayes in the driver's seat. Uh, the 
suspect turned right on Collwood and made the curve and now 
he was starting to head northbound on Collwood. There was 
traffic, excuse me, parked vehicles on the street — on both 
sides of the street. I was behind him -- still behind him 
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some 50 yards, maybe a little more, still increasing speed. 
As I came around the corner, I could still see part of the 
vehicle above the cars between him and me now. And as I 
came around the curb, I punched it, I was increasing speed, 
then I realized they were starting to slow. I saw the doors 
on both sides of the truck open up partially and he — we 
were on the wrong side of the street. We were going 
northbound in the southbound lane. There was a car large — 
a large vehicle, American made of some sort, on the left, 
almost parallel to where the truck ended up, stopped. Uh, 
the passenger, excuse me. Then there was a pickup truck, a 
three-quarter ton pickup truck, against the east curb facing 
northbound. All again, almost even but I think the pickup 
truck, the suspect vehicle, stopped just slightly ahead of 
it. Uh, that left me an avenue of about maybe 15 feet wide 
ab- -- I was going too fast, I thought I was gonna run into 
the back of the black pickup truck, so I started to take 
evasive action and started to slow down at the same time. I 
was gonna try to maneuver between the parked pickup truck on 
the right of me and the suspect now to my left. I saw this 
driver, who was originally the passenger. As he got out of 
his truck, on the driver's side, and started to look past 
me. He never made eyeball contact with me, but looked past 
me at all these other units that are behind me. He stopped 
and then I, maneuvering to the right, I'm still behind him, 
approaching his location. He now stops behind his truck and 
then he makes a 90 degree turn to his left and then starts 
to run around his truck and cuts right into my path across 
the, uh, — the northbound lane and I hit him dead center 
with the front end of my car. He flew up, 3 to 4 feet above 
my hood, landed on top of my hood. I'm coming to a stop and 
then he hits my hood and he rolls off to the right and he 
falls to the right. I thought I was gonna run him over. As 
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I come to a complete stop, the s- — the other suspect had 
abandoned the car on the passenger's, uh, side and had run 
out and at a 45 degree angle from where the truck was 
facing, he -- he ran northeast across the street at about 
two houses, one or two houses, north of where I came to a 
complete stop. My sergeant -- My partner. Sergeant 
Swearingen, was on my right. He left the unit and he went 
to the aide of the suspect to his — next to my car's right 
front wheel. I got out of my car with my .45 in my right 
hand. I started running in the direction of the passenger, 
who was originally the driver. He went into private 
property to the — to the east side of the street, a white 
house, one-story, with a, uh, -- uh, a gravel type of 
driveway. And the front of the house was surrounded by a 
chain link fence, 4, 4 1/2 foot high, uh, there was — The 
driveway fence is a double gate, it swings either in or out. 
I don't know if that was partially open or completely 
closed. Then there is a fence for humans to walk through in 
coming in or coming out of the house. Next to that driveway 
fence -- Uh, so the suspect went through one of those, I'm 
not sure which one. When he ran into the yard, he was — he 
started to run towards the house, which faces west, then he 
ran, excuse me, parallel to the house northbound and to the 
northwest corner where he started to turn right to run 
eastbound, farther away from me. The unit -- The police 
unit that was right behind me, still rolling Code 3, that's 
red lights and siren, passed me behind or past me -- behind 
me, I could hear it breaking to a stop and he jumped the 
curb or went up a driveway or something. On — Just on the 
other side of where this guy was running around the house 
and tha- that officer pulled the vehicle and he hit a fence. 
That caused the suspect to stop and, at that point, he -- 
there is a tree in front of that house, which is about 10 
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foot tall, it's a young tree, it's full of leaves, but you 
can still see through it. Not all the leaves a- uh, are out 
yet, I — I think. But the leaves come close to the ground, 
not all the way, but I could still see a silhouette, 'cause 
the guy was wearing light clothing. I could still see a 
silhouette on the other side of the tree. I was running, 
because I thought he was going to run and continue to run 
along the north side of the house running east. But he 
stopped, like I said. And he turned around and he started 
heading back in the direction where I was. I had no cover, 
so I stopped where I was and I started yelling at the guy, 
even though I couldn't see him completely yet because he was 
still behind the tree. I started yelling at him to stop, to 
raise his hands or somethin' like that. I had my -- my .45 
in a two hand hold. He ran almost parallel with me and kept 
looking over his right shoulder, uh, at the police officers 
that were in the unit that had crashed at the fence. Uh, 
his shirt was open — was unbuttoned all the way, he was 
wearing, I think, a short sleeve shirt. He was wearing a 
white body shirt, like a T-shirt, but one of the old fashion 
ones. Uhm, I could see that. He had nothing in his left 
hand, but he had something in his right hand. I couldn't 
distinguish what it was because of the tree and because of 
his movements. His — Like I said, his white shirt was open 
and the right half of the shirt, the flap, the bottom part 
of the flap, was kinda draped over his arm. His arm was 
cocked with his hand above his waist and in front of it, but 
away from his body, 2, 3 or 4 inches. His left wa- — left 
hand was swinging as he was — He wasn't really running 
fast, kind of a jog, and then he stopped when he was even 
with the me on this -- on this -- this house's driveway. 
And he was turning, he face me, he — and then he faced back 
at the officers that had crashed at the fence and then he

turned at me and he kind of looked like a caged cat. Like 
he -- he wanted to do something like he, you know, I'm -- 
I'm cornered, I've gotta figure out which way to go and then 
he stopped and he faced me and he made eyeball contact with 
me and I -- I kept yelling at him, "Stop.

I -- I'm — I imagine I came from about 50 
miles an hour to almost nothing, once I passed the truck. 
'Cause I didn't stop that far past the truck.

something un- un- — in his right hand.

Q And you looked at him, you thought that — that 

he was gonna do something to you. Is that -- That he's 
gonna shoot you? 

A My thought was that he had a gun in that right 

hand, because he was holding it, like I said, cocked and 
above his waist and pointed it forward. And he kept turning 
right, he kept turning left and he'd look at the officers to 
his right, which is the officers that came from the unit 
that crashed into the fence. And he'd look at me and then 
he looked to his left, which is south. He was trying, in my 
opinion, — Like — Like I said, he was a caged cat, like he 
was trying to find another avenue of escape. When he 
couldn't see any, he turned towards me, actually faced me 
and made eyeball contact with — with me and at that point, 
like I told the lieutenant, man, I started thinking about my 
son. And I started thinking he's gonna shoot. And at that 
point, that's when I started focusing on my sights and then 
I started shooting. 

Q How did you feel after the whole thing was over? 

A Felt like shit. 

Q Okay. 

A I would -- I'd hyperventilated, uh, I kept, I 

know -- I think I kept asking the guy, "Why didn't you do 
what I tell ya'? Why didn't you do what I tell ya'?" 

INV. LYONS: You felt like you were forced into shoot¬ 

ing, didn't ya'? 

A I did. My, uh, personal opinion, uh, he gave me 

nothing else to do. I mean — I mean I — He's a human 
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being, but fuck it. I thought it was either him or me and - 
- and all I remember is bringing those sights and matching 
sights front and back and then — and then shooting. 

Q Okay. Thank you. We're gonna terminate this in¬ 

terview at 2130 hours.

The purpose of this supplementary report is to provide additional information as to 
possible witnesses of an officer involved shooting. 

On 3-10-92 at approximately 1615 hours, myself and Deputy Lusk responded to a radio 
call of Orange County Law Enforcement Officers involved in a pursuit of robbery 
suspects in the area of Colwood and Basetdale. Prior to arriving at the location, we 
were advised that a shooting had occurred and paramedics were being requested. 

Upon arriving at the location, 200 block of Colwood, myself and Deputy Lusk were 
requested by Industry Sgt. Brenner to attenpt to locate possible witnesses to the 
incident. We observed several large groups of people in the area of the incident. We 
contacted the six below listed persons in the area of the shooting. 



Witness ^^^fladvised ^Hwas standing in the front yard of residence when^l heard 
the sound of sirens. As the sirens n eared, the witness observed a black pick-up being 
followed by police vehicles. Witness ^^^Hobserved the tw^susoects exit the pick-up 
and run in a northerly direct^^ Witness ^^^Hadvised to move to a safe 
location, mom^tarily turning attention away from the incident. As Witness HH 
turned back ^Hobserved one of the police officer^^ring his weapon in the direction 
of the suspect. After the first shot. Witness moved to a safe location losing 
sight of the incident. 



Witness ^^^Hadvised ^|was standing on the eastside of Colwood Avenue when ^^leard 
the sound of approaching sirens. Witness observed two males exit the pick-up 
and run in a northerly direction. The witness advised that one of the suspects ran up 
the driveway of a residence locat^^^ the eastside of Colwood Avenue being followed 
by a police officer. Witness ^^^^|observed the police officer point and fire his 
weapon in the direction of the siispect. Because of the angle involved the witness

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lost sight of the suspect as the shots wer^fired. I asked the witness if ^|had 
heard anything prior to the shots to which replied, that because of the distance 
and sound of the sirens only the gunshots were heard. 



Witness advised that ^^J^a^s^nding at the front of her driveway when 

observed the incident. Witness was transported to Industry Sheriff StatJ^ 

for a later interview by Sheriff Homicide Investigators. 

The below listed witnesses each advised that they exited their residences only after 
hearing the sirens, and then a short time later the sound of gimfire. None of these 
witnesses were in a position where they observed the shooting incident take place.

At 1500 hours, 03-10-92, Investigators were contacted and advised 
to respond to 148 Collwood Avenue, La Puente, to assist 
Investigators Cheryl Lyons and Frank Durazo of the Sheriff's 
Homicide Bureau in the investigation of an officer involved shoot¬ 
ing. 

At 1548 hours. Investigators arrived at the location and were 
briefed by Lieutenant Larson of Industry Sheriff's Station. 
Lieutenant Larson advised Investigators that a bank robbery had 
occurred in the city of Los Alamitos, and that members of the Los 
Alamitos Police Department had subsequently gone in pursuit of the 
suspects, which had terminated on Collwood Avenue and resulted in 
the shooting of one suspect and the injuring of the second 
suspect. 

Lieutenant Larson further advised Investigators that no members of 
the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department had been involved in 
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the pursuit and had responded only after being advised of its ter¬ 
mination. Lieutenant Larson could add nothing further and his 
briefing was terminated. 

Investigators found the location to be Collwood Avenue, just south 
of Valley Boulevard. Collwood Avenue is a north/south residential 
street that *»t*s" into Valley Boulevard, just north of where this 
incident took place. Both sides of the street are lined with 
single family residences that face west on the east side of the 
street and east on the west side of the street. 

Investigators noted that the suspect vehicle (Evidenc e Held Item 
#16) , a black Nissan mini pickup truck, license was 
parked in the middle of the street in front of 201 Co:m?oo^Avenue 
facing north with it's windshield wipers on, engine off, ignition 
on, passenger door open with the window down, and driver's door 
closed with it's window half way down. Evidence Held Items #17 
through #24 were recovered in and around this truck. 

Approximately 18 feet in front of the suspect's vehicle and ap¬ 
proximately 6 feet west of the east curb was Los Alamitos Police 
black and white vehicle, #LA-5, facing north with the driver's 
door open and the engine off. 

Approximately 101 feet north of the Los Alamitos Police unit LA-5 
was Los Alamitos black and white unit #LA-4, which was parked in 
the middle of the street in front of 148 Collwood Avenue, facing 
in a northeast direction with it's engine off. The front of this 
unit is approximately 10 feet west of the east curbline. 

At the north portion of the front yard to 148 Collwood Avenue was 
Los Alamitos black and white unit #LA-2. This vehicle was facing 
east, having partially knocked down and straddled a chain link 
fence that runs north to south in front of the residence at this 
address. The rear bumper to this unit was approximately 9 feet 
east of the east curbline over the sidewalk that also runs north 
to south in front of the property. 

The location of the shooting is 148 Collwood Avenue which is the 
yard and driveway area for a white and green trim single family 
residence that sits on a raised foundation and faces west. There 
is a driveway that runs along the south side of the residence that 
goes from the street east to a garage at the rear of the property. 
This residence is bordered by the residence at 154 Collwood Avenue 
to the south and by 144 Collwood Avenue to the north. 

It should be noted that Evidence Held Items #8 through #15 were 
recovered in and around the driveway to this residence. Their ex¬ 
act locations of recovery will be documented in a drawing that 
will be prepared by members of the Sheriff's Art Staff, a copy of 
which will be obtained and made a permanent part of this file. 
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The residence just south of 148 Collwood is 154 Collwood, which is 
a peach colored, single family residence that also faces west. 
This residence has both a chain link fence that appears to be a 
continuance of the fence in front of 148 Collwood that runs north 
to south in front of the property, and a chain link fence that 
runs east to west and serves as a property dividing line between 
148^ and 154 Collwood Avenue.

While still at Industry Sheriff's Station, Investigators were in 
the jail area with Deputy Larry Mitchell of the Sheriff's Latent 
Print detail as he took pictures of the suspect at Investigators' 
While in this area. Suspect Stan Medina recognized 
Investigator Carrillo as a Deputy Sheriff with whom he had prior 
contact several years ago. He then advised Investigator Carrillo 
that he wished to speak with him. 

At 2153 hours, 03-10-92, Investigators contacted Suspect STAN 
MEDINA, MH/32, inside an Industry Sheriff's Station interview 
room. After Investigators advised Suspect Medina of his 
Constitutional Rights, to which he stated he understood and he 
waived by signing the card that these rights were read from. He 
asked why the cops started following him. Investigator Carrillo 
advised the suspect that money that had been taken from the bank 
during the robbery had an electronic tracking device making it 
easy for law enforcement to locate and track them. Suspect Medina 
then advised Investigators that he hadn't robbed any bank and that 
he was only driving the truck when the cops tried to stop him and 
his friend. 


When asked by Investigators why he hadn't stopped immediately when 
the officers activated their police lights, he stated that he just 
didn't because he was a parolee. He then told Investigators that 
he thought the cops were crazy because they had attempted to ram 
him on at least two occasions while he was driving at a speed of 
approximately 100 miles per hour. 

Suspect Medina concluded his interview by saying that they should 
not have run him over with the car and they should not have shot 
his friend. He stated he did not wish to talk any further about 
this incident because he "wasn't stupid" and did not wish to in¬ 
criminate himself. This interview was then terminated. 
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It should be noted that this Interview was not tape recorded at 
the request of Suspect Medina.

INV. CARRILLO: The time is 1959 hours. Todays date is 
Tuesday, March 10, 1992, we are currently at Industry 
Station assisting Detectives Durazo and Lyons who are con¬ 
ducting an Officer Involved Shooting in the city of Los 
Alamitos Police Department, which occurred in the city of La 
Puente, Los Angeles County. Currently in the interview room 
are myself. Detective Gill Carrillo, my partner Detective 
Mike Crowley and Officer Vantilborg from Los Alamitos Police 
Department. Now Officer Vantilborg we haven't talked about 

the shooting yet, but what I did do was come in here make an 

introduction, take down your name, your work assignment and 
explain to you that we were going to go on tape and have you 
go over the facts, is that right? 

A That's right. 

Q Okay and you're well aware of the fact that the 

tape is going and you are now going to explain to us what 
transpired in todays pursuit what subsequently ended up in a 
shooting in the city of La Puente, is that correct? 

A That's correct. 
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Q Okay, in your own words Rene — Rene is your 
first name? 

A That’s right. 

Q Okay, Rene we're going to go ahead and let you 
describe to us what happened then. If you would start at 
least in brief what happened at the time or how did you get 
involved in this pursuit? 

A It came over the — over the radio as a bank rob¬ 
bery alarm. I started towards the bank, it was Home Bank 
and while I was en route to the bank I have a electronic 
tracking device in my car and while I was en route to the 
bank I saw that it was activated with one or two lights on. 
I couldn't get a direction of where it was coming from, but 
I knew that the call was originated at Home Bank, so I con¬ 
tinued towards that direction and while en route it was a 
confirmed bank robbery. They gave a suspect description of 
a male White with a white T-shirt and while I was en route 
to the bank I heard one of the other cars, one of our marked 
cars picked up an electronic tracking signal also, near the 
bank and they went onto the northbound 605 Freeway from 
Katella Avenue and Los Alamitos. I went towards that direc¬ 
tion, but that's further north, so I ended up taking the 
Carson on ramp onto the northbound 605 Freeway and they had, 
by this time, determined which car they were attempting to 
stop, which car they thought the suspect were in and they 
were proceeding northbound on the 605 Freeway from Carson 
and about an 8th of a mile ahead of me and I sped up and 
proceeded to following behind a other marked car of the Los 
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Alamitos marked car that had the tracking device and my 
tracking signal went off and I heard the radio traffic that 
it looked like a mini black pick-up truck that they were — 
wanted to stop and they attempted to make a car stop some¬ 
where further north of Carson, I think it was South Street 
or somewhere in that area and the vehicle didn't yield and 
vehicle sped northbound on the 605 Freeway from there and 
that's when the lights and sirens went on. Failed to yield, 
it went north on 605 all the way up to some exit I forget 
the exit. I went north through Whittier through I think we 
crossed the 60 Freeway and somewhere north of the 60 Freeway 
we got off on a place called Valley, I think it was. Then 
we traveled east on a couple of major streets and then a 
couple of — south and back east and south and northbound 
turns to a couple of residential areas and we ended up on a 
street called Collwood and there were — there were two cars 
— two police cars in front of me by Los Alamitos police 
cars in front of me. They had made this turn onto Collwood 
about a second and a half before I did, I think and when I 
made my turn I saw that our first patrol car — first marked 
patrol car had a person rolling off the top of the car and 
it appeared to me that a pedestrian was struck. Pedestrian 
rolled to the ground and I think he may have even moved some 
more, but one of our — one of our — I can't recall who the 
officer was. One of our officers got out and was with that 
guy. When that patrol car came to a stop, I later found out 
it was driven by Detective Cantu and later found out that 
the passenger in that car was Sergeant Swearingen and 
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Sergeant Swearingen was attending to that person that was 
struck, by the patrol car. It was a second suspect I saw 
running north on the sidewalk into a yard at 148 Collwood. 
He ran north through the yard up to a wire fence. It was 
about five feet tall and one of our other patrol cars, 
marked patrol cars, driven by Officer Trentini and I later 
discovered that Detective Mattern was a passenger in that 
car. When our other officers had paralleled this second 
suspect, northbound on Collwood, through the yard, he had 
turned. Officer Trentini's car had turned right up onto the 
curb and the suspect turned — after he came up to the fence 
he turned and simultaneously that patrol car came to a stop 
on the sidewalk. Suspect had turned and ran back southbound 
through the same yard of 148 Collwood, by that time I'd 
jumped out of my patrol car, ran towards that house and 
towards that front yard, but there was a chain link fence 
that wouldn't allow me to get to the suspect. The suspect - 
I yelled at him to stop and I had drawn my weapon by then 
— by that time. I knew it was bank robber and I yelled at 
him a couple of times to stop as long as I could and he 
stopped but — and then simultaneously as I yelled at him I 
heard that Detective Cantu had run up from my right, so that 
means he was running northbound on Collwood, probably on the 
sidewalk from my right and had paused at the chain link 
fence of this front yard also. He yelled, I yelled, I had 
my gun out. The suspect had stopped briefly and had turned 
harshly back towards his left to travel northbound at the 
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yard and almost did — immediately as he did this it ap¬ 
peared to be one swift harsh movement. Turning left, 
stopping and turning right real hard, facing towards the 
south and not completing his turn because that's when 
several shots were fired by Detective Cantu and the shots 
seemed to come off two instantaneously followed by several 
others that were rapid fire. I — I later — I — I — I — 
I later thought there were seven shots fired, cause I looked 
for the casings and put little FI cards over them so they 
wouldn't be lost and I — I — at this — during the time of 
the shooting I had my weapon drawn, pointed at the suspect 
and it was a — a — I think it was a trash can of some kind 
that I started to crouch behind about 1/3 — 1/3 of the — I 
was at about 3/4 stance. I crouched a little bit and had my 
weapon on the suspect when the shots fired and I didn't 
shoot. Suspect fell to the ground there were already shots 
being fired so I refrained from shooting and waited to see 
what his actions would be once he hit the ground and I 
recall ki— kind of scanning the house a little bit that he 
ran. I thought that may— I thought that maybe he lived 
there or he knew somebody that lived there and I remember 
scanning the house in the front yard and was an open door to 
the front, I think, and it was a garage in the back and I — 
I was wondering if any one hostile or adversaries would come 
from that house, so I stood there in this trash can with my 
weapon drawn and the shots had ceased firing and the suspect 
was down and I heard him say "okay" something towards okay 
and he laid on the ground and stuck his hands straight out 
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in front of him. I ran up to him and grabbed one hand, I 
don't recall which one of his hands it was and Officer 
Trentini had approached right behind me and grabbed the 
suspect's other hands and I put one hand behind his back and 
Officer Trentini put the other hand behind his back and 
Officer Trentini handcuffed the suspect with my assistance. 
I left Officer Trentini with the suspect. He was talking, I 
didn't take a statement, but he was talking to Officer 
Trentini and I took some barrier tape and tried to contain 
the scene. We were drawing a — a big crowd, so I spread up 
as much barrier tape as I could, as quickly as I could and 
then I grabbed my note pad and started to talk to — try to 

get peoples names and phone numbers and addresses and 

started to talk to people that were out there and somewhere 
in there I had put out a — on the radio that there was a 
shooting and a suspect was down and that we needed the 
paramedics, but I never — never did put out a location, 
cause I didn't know at — at the time, but I knew the 
helicopter knew so I — I figured that's probably going to 
get us the help we need as quickly as he could, so I put up 
some barrier tape and talked to four or five people out

I tried to transmit a couple of times and got no 
response back and so the only thing I had left to do is the 
police car in front of me which was Officer Trentini and I 
know he had a tracking device. It was him and I. The two 
tracking devices chasing on the bank robbery.

A There was at one point you asked me if I saw him 
throw anything out the window. There were — there was one 
point where we had been on the center divider and there were 
a lot of paper items coming from the car and I couldn't tell 
what it was, I thought perhaps it was money cause it was 
that shape and size, but I couldn't — I — I couldn't make 
that distinction at that speed and pay attention to my driv¬ 
ing so I saw these papers coming from the car, but I could 
not actually see someone throwing them out. 

Q Okay, at this speed, do you have any idea what 
speed you were driving at this time or what the top speed 
was during this pursuit? 

A There was one point where I had reached 107 and 
there was one point and when I saw that I — I didn't feel 
comfortable and I slowed down a little bit. There was 
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another point during the car chase where I had an oppor¬ 
tunity to look and it said 92 and that was somewhere north 
of the, I think we crossed the 1-5 and went northbound to 
605, somewhere around there and I only had a brief chance to 
look at it, the speedometer hearing that. 

Q When you turned on to Collwood and you said 

Officer Trentini's car went into the fence, you stopped your 
car, you exited your vehicle and you saw the suspect now 
running south back towards the driveway. He enters the yard 
at 148? 

A Correct. 

Q He's going north, Trentini then runs into the 

fence? 

A Correct. 

Q You exit your car. The suspect now turns and 

runs southbound and then you saw Officer Cantu coming out. 
You're yelling at the suspect to stop? 

A Yes. 

Q And did you say you could hear Cantu also yell¬ 

ing? 

A Yes. 

Q Okay. 

A Yes. 

Q Cantu is yelling? 

A Uh-huh. 

Q And then you saw the suspect turn to the north 

and then quickly turn around to the south again? Is it a 
safe assumption at this point that you were — you said you

We're back in the 
room. Back on tape at Industry Station the on going 
Investigation Officer Involved Shooting. In the interview 
room is myself Detective Gill Carrillo my partner Detective 
Mike Crowley and Officer Todd Mattern M-A-T-T-E-R-N from Los 
Alamitos Police Department and in case I didn't say it we 
started the tape at 2103 hours. Todd we took some brief 
personal information from you, we documented that then we 
broke. There was a five minute break, we came back in, 
we've explained to you now that we're going to talk about 
the incidents leading up the Officer Involved Shooting and 
you realize of course that the tape recorder is on, record¬ 
ing this interview and you've agreed to talk with us about 
(unint.)? 

A Yes. 
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Q Okay, if you will from the beginning tell us what 
happened today? 

A Okay. 

Q Leading up to the ultimate Officer Involved 
Shooting that occurred right here in the city of La Puente. 

A Okay, I was at Los Alamitos Police Department and 
I was about, to go to a viewing of the body of our commander 
that past away a few days ago and I was going to go there to 
a local cemetery and mortuary with Officer Trentini. As we 
were walking to the car in the parking lot behind the sta¬ 
tion, Officer Trentini received a radio call of a bank 
robbery alarm at Home Bank, I decided to go with him, got in 
the passenger side of his car and while on the way to the 
area of the bank we received a very strong signal on the ETS 
Tracking System. We were able to determine a vehicle that - 

- that the signal appeared to be tracking on and we followed 
that car or actually we followed the signal to the 605 
Freeway where we pretty much figured out which car it was — 
it was directed at. I gave the information over the radio. 
We got other units involved. Tried to stop the car or the - 

- the black truck and the truck did not yield and it turned 
out — it turned into a pursuit on the 605 Freeway going 
northbound. We reached pretty high speeds, I would say a — 
over 100 miles an hour. Most of the pursuit was in the left 
shoulder of the freeway. I noticed while we were in the 
pursuit that — that at first it appeared that there was 
only one occupant, the driver of the truck. Shortly after 
we started it, I noticed that somebody was laying down in 
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the back of the — the back portion of the truck, you know I 
— I saw his head moving in the back and — and told my 
partner you know that I saw somebody in the back. Shortly 
after the pursuit started, that person got up climbed into 
the passenger side of the truck and then a few minutes later 
we saw somebody climbing back into the back area of the 

truck again. That alarmed me, I thought somebody was going 
to go back in the — to the — to the rear of the truck and 

and possibly start shooting out the back as I — I — I 

couldn't figure out why somebody would want to climb into 

the back of the truck and then later on during the pursuit 

he — that — that person climbed back into the — the 

fronts portion, passenger area of the truck again. A lot of 
money came out of the truck. Passenger was throwing money 
out — out the passenger window. I'd say for about four 
miles. I believe I saw some other objects that I couldn't 
recognize, also going outside of the truck. The — the 
truck got off the 605 Freeway at Valley and made a right 
turn into a residential area and then there we made a 
several turns throughout the residential streets. At — at 
one point I believe the street was Collwood. The truck 
stopped it was — it — it was going, I think it was 
northbound on Collwood at a very high rate of speed. 
Stopped all of a sudden. I should say that we were at — at 
that point — at some point in the pursuit we were over 

taken by another unit, so we were the second unit in the 

pursuit I would say as — probably after about a quarter of 
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a way. Down the 605 Freeway another Los Alamitos Unit was - 
- was the lead car and that unit was driven by De— Corporal 
Cantu and Sergeant Dwane Swear— Swearingen was his pas¬ 
senger and then throughout the remainder of the pursuit we 
were behind Cantu's unit you know we were pretty close dis¬ 
tance. While going northbound Colridge or Collwood, I'm not 
sure the — the name of the street. The truck made a sudden 
stop. Both passengers got out of the truck suddenly and 
began to run towards the right side of — of their truck. 
Cantu's vehicle swerved to the right of the truck. It ap¬ 
peared to me to — to avoid colliding with the rear end of 
the truck and I saw his — his unit, the front end of his 
unit collide with one of the suspects that was running 
towards the curb. The other suspect ran to the, I guess 
that would be the east sidewalk and then began to run 
northbound across the front yard of a house and after 
Cantu's car swerved to the right, we had to swerve around it 
to the left to avoid colliding with that. We proceeded 
going north for a few feet and then we came to — we swerved 
to the right, collided with a fence of a — that ran along 
the front of a white house. After colliding with the fence 
we were about in the path that the suspect that did not get 
struck by — by the car. The other suspect, he was running 
towards our car at that time and then after we collided into 
the fence he turned around and started running back in a 
southward direction. I got out of my car. I got out of the 
passenger side of the car and started running towards him 
and he was turned around, he was looking at me as he was 
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running, didn't even appear that he was running very fast 
and he started running in an east — in a southeast direc¬ 
tion towards the driveway. Because of the way that he was 
looking back over his shoulder at me and running with his 
hands and his airms in front of him, I was reaching for my 
gun that I keep in a — in a nylon bag on my waistband. As 
soon as I got out of the car I was reaching for that gun and 
I was running along the street side of the fence towards the 
driveway of this white house and my view of — of the 
suspect was temporarily blocked by a tree that was in the 
front yard of this house and as I — as I pulled my gun out 
of my bag and — and came across that tree, on the sidewalk, 
on the street side of the fence, I saw Corporal Cantu was 
standing at the sidewalk on — on the same side of the fence 
that I was, I'd say probably about six to eight feet south 
of me on — and I saw him or first I — I — I — I heard 
the shots fired and I saw that Corporal Cantu was firing 
rounds at — at the suspect. I saw the suspect get struck, 
I saw him go down and as soon as the shots stopped, I — I 
believe I heard at least four shots. As soon as the shots 
stopped the suspect had — had gone down to the ground. He 
he then extended his arms out and I believe he said 
"Okay, okay" and at that time Cantu, I believe Officer 
Trentini and Officer Vantilburg who was behind us in the 
pursuit, they went to that suspect, I went to the location 
where the other suspect who had been hit by the car, where 
he down, he was with Sergeant Swearingen and I went over 
there to assist him getting handcuffed. 
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Q When you exited your car and you started to pull 
your gun out, the suspect was running south in front of the 
house, in a southeasterly direction you said and his hands 
were in front of him and you thought he was going — you 
thought he had a weapon? 

A I thought that there was a good possibility that 
he did. 

Q And if I understand you correctly, due to the big 
tree that's in that front yard you momentarily for a split 
second you lost sight of him and the next thing you see is 
you see Cantu firing, is that — do I understand you cor¬ 
rectly? 

A Yeah, I — I would say that that's correct. 

Q So at the time that Cantu started firing you were 
looking at Cantu and not at the suspect, because of the lack 
of vision from the tree? 

A I had already come out from behind the tree. 
What — what — what I — I believe I remember doing was I - 

- I even started to panic a bit. I had — had preplanned 
with Officer Trentini while we were in this pursuit that if 

— when we got out that I was going to take the shotgun from 
the unit. We — we crashed into the fence. I got out, I 
forgot the shotgun back there and when he started running 
towards that driveway, he wasn't running very fast, it 
didn't appear to me that he was really, really trying to get 
away cause he wasn't full run sprinting, he was just kind of 
jogging away and looking back at me and I even felt that 
when I got behind that tree that I had some sort of security 
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and I even stopped chasing him to look down pull ray gun out 
of the bag and then when I came out from behind that tree. 
I saw — I saw the suspect get shot. I — I really can't 
even tell you what I was focused on looking, cause I — I 
distinctively remember seeing him get shot and I remember 
seeing Cantu firing,the rounds, so it's — it's hard for me 
to say exactly what I was — what I was staring at and what 
I saw from my peripheral vision, but — but all the oth— 
but I was — I was real close to both of them.

INV. CARRILLO: We're continuing with the investigation 
into the Officer Involved Shooting, Los Alamitos P.D. We're 
are still at Industry Station. The time is 2033 and in the 
interview room is myself Detective Gil Carrillo, my partner 
Detective Mike Crowley, we are interviewing Officer Steve 
Trentini T-R-E-N-T-I-N-I of Los Alamitos Police Department. 
Steve we brought you in here just a few minutes ago to ex¬ 
plain to you briefly what we're going to do, we just took 
your name and work address and a few questions about your 
personnel file at the station and we've told you we were 
going to go on tape. You are — in fact the tape recorder 
is running. 

A Yes. 

Q And you agreed to go and tell us about this pur¬ 

suit that started in the city of Los Alamitos, eventually 
ended up in the fine city of La Puente and then culminated 
in the Officer Involved Shooting, is that correct? 

A Yes. 
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Q Okay, why don't you tell us from the beginning in 
what happened today? Where were you? (Unint.)? 

A Okay, I was at the police station, received a 
call of a bank robbery, on the radio, started to proceed in 
the direction of the bank, picked up a signal on the ETS, 
you know the electronic tracking system, made a U-turn, got 
a good signal made a U-turn, figured it was going in the 
direction to get on the 605 Freeway, got on the 605 Freeway, 
ended up getting right behind the car, got a good signal 
coming from the black Nissan pick-up of the camper shell. 
At that time it appeared to be one male driver. We followed 
the vehicle up the freeway. A couple of more units got into 
it. While going up the freeway I noticed somebody was in 
the back of the truck. Another unit got in front of me, I 
believe it was a sergeant. A couple of more units got in. 
We started — we red lighted and we stopped the car and it 
took off as officer — races from there on. Northbound the 
605 Freeway, I ended up second unit in the pursuit with the 
unit driven by Vick Cantu first in the pursuit. I really 
don't know how we got jumbled around, but I ended up second 
unit in the pursuit. Somewhere along the freeway the — I 
don't remember exactly where. Imperial or — they started 
tossing the money out the window, believe it was coming out 
both sides of the car. Got off on Valley, I can't think, it 
was Valley, off in a residential area I don't know around 
through the S's and everything. Ended up coming onto the 
street, I don't remember the name of the street, where the 
incident took place. There's a corner — I guess we were

going northbound on the street. There was a — a left hand 
corner, suspect went around the corner, with the unit driven 
by Vick Cantu, went around the corner, about the time I got 
around the corner I could see the suspect vehicle was 
stopped in the middle of the street. Both doors were open 
and both suspects were fleeing out the vehicle, one on each 
side. At .that point, I believe the person that I saw get 
out of the passenger side was the person I saw driving the 
car at the beginning of the pursuit, which was the one that 
eventually was shot. Okay, the unit driven by Vick Cantu 
was approaching, he was slowing down, braking, you could see 
his brake lights on, the tail end of the car raised up, so I 
could tell he was braking, you know slowing down up behind 
the car. The suspect that got out of the passenger side of 
the car got out and started running, headed diagonal 
northbound on the street towards the east, towards the east 
curb at a diagonal. The driver of the vehicle, if I remem¬ 
ber correctly, got out, started to run back towards my 
location and then turned around and headed northbound again, 
around the front of his car. He may of came around the back 
of his car, but I believe he went around the front of his 
car. Now this is transpiring as I'm still moving up the 
street. He, the suspect, he ran east across the street, out 
of my sight for a moment, either — either he was — the — 
my view was blocked by Vick Cantu's unit or a parked car, I 
don't really recall and the next thing I remember is he was 
hit by the car, by Vick Cantu's unit. I saw him flying up 
over the hood of the car and he came to rest down on the 
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curb. Vick's car continued northbound for a couple of yards 
I guess and — and stopped. The other suspect that came out 
of the passenger side, who I originally saw as the driver, 
was still running north on the street towards a diagonal, 
towards the curb up across the sidewalk and into a — a — 
an open gate of the residence I think was 148 was the ad¬ 
dress, the white residence. I passed up Vick Cantu's unit, 
the suspect vehicle, I drove between them, continued north 
to kind of parallel the suspect who was running northbound 
across the front yard of this residence. I turned my car to 
the right and — to try to head him off. I ended up driving 
up over the curb and into the fence and at — at just about 
the same point, which was the far north end of the — of the 
lot that the house sits on, at about that point the — he 
stopped turned around and started running back south on the 
opposite direction. I got out of the driver's side of my 
car and ran around to the — to the back portion of the left 
rear corner panel in — of my police car. At that point, 
about the — about the point that I got there, the suspect 
was at the southeast corner of the residence, about where 
the driveway is. I'm sorry southwest corner of the 
residence. I was at the corner of my car, that's when I saw 
him, his back was facing me — his back was towards me as he 
was running away from me. He really slowed, I don't know 
that he stopped running, but he slowed. Both of his hands 
were in front of him. As he was running you know I could 
see his hands out to his sides, both of his hands went in 
front of him. I — I won't say he crouched down, but it 
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looked as though he was making some sort of a movement where 
he was bringing his arms in tighter and what I thought, as I 
thought he was going for a weapon and when I did that I kind 
of ducked behind my car. He — he turned — he turned to 
his right a little bit and I could see his face, but he 
didn't completely turn, at least I don't think he completely 
turned around, but he turned slightly, not to where I could 
see the front of him, but maybe more — he just turned his 
head to the right. I thought he was going for a gun and I 
ducked behind my car. At about that same time, I could see, 
I'm sorry I didn't see Vick at — at this point. As he did 
that, I ducked behind my car, so I — I — I took my eyes 
off of him for a split second. At about that same time I 
heard a gun go off. I immediately looked back in that 
direction, I could — my peripheral vision I could see Vick, 
Vick Cantu standing — it looked he was — it looked like he 
was on the sidewalk, about parallel— 

END OF TAPE ONE, SIDE ONE 

INV. CARRILLO: Okay, we're back on the tape. We just 
ran out of tape on side one, we just turned it over to side 
two. You just left off where Officer Cantu appeared to be 
parallel to the suspect. You believe on the sidewalk or 
maybe on the driveway? 

A Right, that's where Vick was and the suspect was 
getting down on the driveway towards the southwest corner of 
the house. He made that movement — I heard a round go off. 

I — I — I — which brought my attention right back to him 
and the one round went off and almost immediately I heard 
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about four more rounds, so kind of like bang, pause, bang, 
bang, bang, bang. They were real quick rounds and there was 
a little bit of pause, I think between the first one and 
then consecutive rounds. I could see the suspect was hit. 
When he got hit, at least I assumed he was hit, by his ac¬ 
tions, when he seemed — like right after the first round 
hit him, his arms kind of went up and he turned around, not 
facing Cantu but I think he kind of turned around to his 
right a little bit more. His hands kind of went up, he 
stumbled and fell to the ground and — and that all to— 
took place in just a split second and when he made that 
movement I really thought he was going for a gun or some¬ 
thing and had I not ducked behind that — I ducked behind my 
car because I didn't want to get shot and had I not done 
that I mean I thought I would have shot if he hadn't of fal¬ 
len down. 

INV CROWLEY: After he goes down, what happened? 

A Okay, he went down, I approached him, ran up to 
him, took my handcuffs out and started to handcuff him. 
About that time Officer Vantilborg came up and I don't know 
where he was while this other transpired. I didn't see him 
until I went up to handcuff him. The suspect was laying 
face down with his towards the south. I took hold of one of 
his arms, handcuffed it and Officer Vantilborg assisted me 
with his other arm and he was still fighting a little bit 
with getting his arms behind him and — and we handcuffed 
him and — and then he laid down and I think Sergeant Ferris 
got there about that time and just covered him and then I — 
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a few seconds later a deputy came up and I confirmed that we 

had medics en route and — and that was about it. I — I 

really didn't see Vick Cantu after that. 

Q At the time you got out of your unit after you 

pulled into the yard and cut of his — his — 

A Uh-huh. 

Q course of travel. Did you have your gun in — 

in your holster or did you have it out? 

A It came out of the holster just as I was getting 

out of the car. 

Q So you had it in your hands? 

A Yes. 

Q At the time — 

A Had it in my hand. 

Q — you approached the rear of the patrol car? 

A Yes. 

INV. CARRILLO: Do you have anything else Mike? 

INV. CROWLEY: Nothing. 

INV. CARRILLO: Do you have anything else Steve that 

you would like to add? 

A That's about it. 

Q Okay, I've got no further questions. We're going 

to go off the tape at 2046.

INV. LYONS: This is the same date of 3-10-92, under 
the same file number. Uhm, Investigators Lyons and Durazo, 
uh, interviewing at, uh, 1840 hours. Sergeant Lyell, L-Y-E- 
L-L, Duane, D-U-A-N-E, Swearingen, S-W-E-A-R-I-N-G-E-N, uh, 
Los Alamitos Police Department. Okay. Sergeant Swearingen, 
why don't you start from the beginning and tell us, uh what 
led up to the events that, uh, happened today. 

A We were in the station and we heard the dis¬ 
patcher put out a 211 call at Home Bank and we responded 
out, took a mark unit. Corporal or, uh, Officer Cantu and 
myself with Cantu driving. Took a marked unit and responded 
to the area of Sausalito and Los Alamitos Boulevard. About 
the same time, we heard a — one of the — one of our other 
units advise that they had, uh , five lights on the 
electronic tracking system. We responded — or they had the 
lights in the area of Los Alamitos Boulevard and Katella. 
We responded to that area. By the time we got to that area, 
they advised that they believed the suspect vehicle was 
northbound on the 605 Freeway. The initial broadcast came 
out as a male White, brown hair with a mustache and I don't 
believe there was any vehicle seen or heard at that point. 
We entered the northbound 405 Freeway and that's when we 
heard one of our units again say, "We think we have the 
vehicle according to the tracking system" and described the 
vehicle as being a black pickup. The -- That particular 
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unit advised our station of the description and also of the 
license number. We continued northbound on the 605 follow¬ 
ing the other units. We got to a point to where we fell 
back and tried to make kind of a traffic break so that — to 
keep other citizens away from the actual pursuit. 

Q Were you on the freeway? 

A Yes. 605— 

Q On the 605. 

A -- northbound. Right. And at one point, we con¬ 

tinued — we continued doing that for awhile and the vehicle 
seemed to have pulled away from one — from the other units. 

Q The suspect's vehicle — 

A Yeah. 

Q -- seemed to have pulled away -- 

A Right. 

Q -- from your pursuing unit. 

A Right. 

Q Do you have any idea how many units were in pur¬ 

suit, besides yourself? Or with yourself? 

A I would say there was probably two marked units, 

maybe, and one unmarked -- No. Maybe there were three 
marked units and one unmarked unit. 

Q Three — Three marked — Three black and whites, 

including the one you were in?

Q And you and your partner, the driver of your 

marked unit, you were both in soft clothes that day. 

A Yes. We were in soft clothes.

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A And, uh, at one point, and I can't res- — remem¬ 

ber exactly at what one point, we became the primary unit in 
the pursuit. The vehicle — 

Q Was it still on the freeway at that time? Or? 

A Yes. We continued northbound on the 605. He 

would move in to the center, uh, shoulder and continue and 
it would weave back and forth across lanes.

A Number one, number two lane and then back to the 

center. 

Q Uhm, you — you were pursuing with red lights and 

siren?

went all the way through. Red lights, siren, sometimes we'd 
hit the yelp, that sort of thing. Continue along the center 
divider and -- and continued northbound, and it, like I 
said, at one point there was a stalled vehicle in the — on 
the — on the ce- -- on the center island and, of course, we 
had a fear that he was gonna hit it, but anyway he passed it 
and we got around it also and he continued. And at some 
point during this — this — during the pursuit — I should 
go back and say that at this time, we only sa- -- at the 
very beginning we — we only saw one — one guy in the 
vehicle, which was the driver. But one of the other units 
advised that they thought that maybe somebody, whether was - 
- was was lying down in the — in the bed of the pickup. 

Q Uhm, was it covered? The bed of the pickup 

covered? Or --

Q I see. You couldn't see in the interior.

anybody. I didn't know that there was anybody in the back 
until the other unit said there might have been somebody in 
the back. 

Q Not being the driver, do you have any idea what 

type of speeds you were travelling at? 

A I would say we're probably -- we're probably 

going between 70 and 90. Maybe even 95 at — at some point 
in time during. At any rate, at — at one point, and there 
again I don't recall exactly where we were, but it was prob¬ 
ably -- Well, I just -- I don't know. The guy in the back 
gets up and gets into the passenger side of the pickup. 

Q You observed this. 

A Right. 

Q How did he do this? Through the — Through a 

window? Or through a — 

A Yeah. I, uh, -- The window looked like it been 

taken out and so he just got up and jumped onto — into the 
passenger side of the vehicle.

And so we're kinda -- we've gotta concern there, be¬ 
cause this guy's jumping back there and I think Officer 
Cantu, at that time, said to me something to the effect of, 
"Watch out, they may try to shoot at us." So we kind of 
backed off. So anyway, continued down and all of a sudden 
money starts coming out the — coming out both windows of 
the vehicle and I -- this occurred for, I don't know, prob¬ 
ably a mile or so down the freeway. And we're rolling, 
continually rolling down this — 

Q (LAUGHING) How come I wasn't on that freeway? 
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A Anyway, we continued northbound on the 605 and I 

hadn't — I didn't know at that time, I -- I found out a 
later date that we'd pass the, uh, 60 Freeway and they shot 
over from the center divider right into the on — off ramp 
at Valley. They made a right turn on Valley. They almost 
lost control of their vehicle as they were coming off the 
off ramp, but anyway, they got off and they made a right 
turn onto,’ I believe it was the first street after the 
freeway, and I — I don't know exactly what the name of that 
street would have been. But anyway, they -- they got off, 
made a right turn off of the 605 Freeway, got onto Valley, 
then made a right turn onto this street. They continued 
down this street and I could see a bus with its flashing 
lights on, school bus, and a bus driver in the crosswalk 
with the kids crossing and I made mention to -- to Cantu, I 
says, "Boy, I hope they don't hit these kids." Well, they 
got through that okay, we got through. Then they -- they 
got up, continued southbound, I believe it was southbound, 
and they made a left turn at, there again and I'm not sure. 

Q You're in a residential neighborhood now? 

A Yeah, I think it was pretty much — 

(KNOCK AT THE DOOR) 

-- I think -- 

Q Or did you happen to notice? Or — Or did — did 

it — Was it seem like, uh, — like residential streets? Or 
major streets? 

A No, it was more like a residential street. 

Q Okay. 

A And we got to the, uh, -- continued southbound 

after the school bus and we hit another street and they made 
a left turn. Well, they continued eastbound on this street 
and there was some construction going on and there was a 
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flagman out there. They made a -- went through the con¬ 
struction and made a quick left turn and the flagman, of 
course that they had out there for construction, had to jump 
out of the way and they continued down this, uh, street. I 
think it -- probably went again northbound on this par¬ 
ticular street. And I think it was something of Basiltone 
or, uhm, 'cause I took a look at the street signs as we went 
by.

Uh, when this passenger got out and started running 
to the right, I thought that I had seen some type of a bag 
or something that he was carrying in his right hand, but I - 
- I can't be sure because I -- it's -- it's just an image 
that I have. Uh, and that's about all I can tell you about 
him. 

Q When the radio car hit the passenger. 

A Uh-huh. 
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Q No, it was the driver. 

INV. DURAZO: The driver. 

A Right. 

INV. LYONS: The radio car — 

A Yeah. 

Q -- hit the driver. 

A Hit the driver. Right. 

Q Uhm, where did — What part -- Do you know what 

part of the radio car struck the driver? 

A I believe it was the right — on the right side.

Or was, to the best of 

your knowledge, — Or did he seem to say anything? Or was 
he moving? Or what -- What was his condition when you ap¬ 
proached him? 

A He was conscious, because I told him, "Keep your 

hands up." As he — He was laying there and at the time he 
had his hands out in a prone position, as if, you know, he 
knew that he needs to -- needed to keep his hands up, but — 
and I just told him, uh, I says, "Keep your hands out there" 
and it was just kind -- he just kind of moaned, you know. 
And so it was, you know, -- And I just said, "Keep your 
hands out there, stay still." 

Q Okay. And where were you when you were doing 

this? Where were you in relationship to — to the suspect? 
That the, uh, driver suspect that was laying in the street. 
He was laying in the curb. Was his head north or south? 

A His -- His head was north. 

Q His head was north. 

A Right. 

Q And where were you in relationship to his head? 

A I was to his feet. 

Q You were standing at his feet. 

A Right. 

Q So you would have been looking north. 

A Right. 

Q Okay. Where was Officer Cantu? 
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A Officer Can -- When I heard the shots, I looked 

over and Officer Cantu, it appeared that he was standing in 
the driveway of the residence where the -- the fellow got 
shot — where the suspect got shot. 

Q Okay. So he was in the driveway. Where was he 

in the driveway, if you recall? 

A I believe he was — It appeared to me that he was 

in the apron of the driveway. 

Q Okay. So near the sidewalk.

close to the front door, if there was a front door up there.

Q Okay. 

A If I recall right. 

Q So, Cantu was in the driveway and he was facing 

east? 

A Yes. Yes. 

Q Is that correct? 
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A Yes. 

Q So Trentini would have been to the left or to the 

north of Cantu. Did — 

A And maybe a little east of Cantu. 

Q Oh, and also fo- -- closer to the suspect? 

A Well, no. He would've probably been a little 

farther, because he was standing — he was standing away. I 
couldn't tell exactly how far he was away from Cantu, but it 
looked like he was a little distance away, but yet he was — 
he — he was kind of, uh, — 

Q Offset a little bit. 

A Kind of a offset, yeah. 

Q I understand. Did you see where Trentini's, uh, 

radio car was? 

A At that point, no. 

Q Didn't notice. 

A No. 


Q Okay. Uhm, you heard, you said between four and 

six shots. 

A I estimated it to be four or six shots, rapid 

fire. 


Q Okay. Did you see what the suspect was doing, 

uh, at the time that, uhm. Officer Cantu fired? 

A No, no. My attention was drawn to Cantu and the 

sus- — and that suspect when I heard the shots. 

Q You — You looked at them once the shots -- Did 

you ever cuff the suspect that was hit by the radio car? 

A Yes I did. 

Q Okay. 

INV. DURAZO: I'm not sure if — if we — if we covered 
this or not, but -- Okay. When the original call came out, 
did they say anything about a — a gun? A — A gun was used 
during the robbery? Or?

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A They indicated -- The call indicated that the 

threat of a gun was used, but no gun was seen. In other 
words, the guy said he had a gun, but apparently he didn't 
display it and there was no — nobody saw a gun. 

Q Okay. And the car you were in was, uh, unmarked? 

Or black — 

A No, it was black and white. 

Q Black and white. 

A Marked black and white with the standard rotating 

blue/red lights and siren. 

INV. LYONS: Do you have anything else that you'd like 

to tell us that you feel that we haven't asked? Or haven't 
covered in this interview? Something we failed to ask you? 
Or that you'd like to tell us? 

A No, I can't think of anything. 

Q Okay. Uh, then we're gonna terminate this inter¬ 

view at 1900 hours.

INV. LYONS: Uh, this is 3-10-92. The time is 2055 

hours. Uh, same file number, Lyons and Durazo, interviewing 
Los Alamitos Police Department Corporal Victoriano, V-I-C-T- 
0“R“I“A-N-0, Cantu, C-A-N-T-U, Junior, Employee 010, male 
Hispanic, 45, DOB: Okay. Uh, what do you like 

to be called, as far as your first name? What do they call 
you? 

A Cantu. 

Q Cantu. Okay. Cantu, go for it. 

A Okay. Uhm, at about 2 in the afternoon today, 3- 

10-, uh, 92, I was at the Los Alamitos Police Department at 
3201 Katella in Los Alamitos in Orange County. I heard a 
bell that is rung by the dispatchers when an emergency call 
comes out. The ding dong went off, I heard the dispatcher 
put out a -- an armed robbery alarm at Home Bank, which is 
located at 10942 Pine Street in Los Alamitos which is near 
the intersection of Los Alamitos Boulevard and Katella. The 
bank is approximately a quarter mile from the 605 Freeway 
and east. Uh, Sergeant Duane Swearingen was nearby, I asked 
him to come with me. The both of us were in civilian 
clothes. I reached and, uh, took a pair of, uh, marked unit 
keys from the sergeant's, uh, excuse me, the watch com¬ 
mander's office. We went out to a marked unit, a black and 
white, and, uh. Sergeant Swearingen entered as the right 
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front passenger, I took the driver's seat. We left the sta¬ 
tion eastbound, uh, out of the parking lot and we drove 
north on Oak Street to Sausalito, where we turned eastbound. 
We drove three blocks and we stopped at Los Alamitos 
Boulevard and Sausalito and we waited for anymore informa¬ 
tion over the radio. I heard the dispatcher, at some point 
in time and I don't remember if — whether it was over the 
police radio or as he's putting it out when we're leaving 
the station, as he is telling units that a robbery had oc¬ 
curred at the bank and that a male, uh, wearing a blue polo 
shirt, had confronted a teller, passed her a demand note of 
some kind and had not displayed a weapon, but had told the 
teller that he had one on him. A few moments later, I don't 
know, it was less then a minute, I heard a police officer 
over the radio indicating that his ETS receiver was ac¬ 
tivated and it was showing so many lights near Katella and 
Los Alamitos Boulevard, uh, which was about three to four- 
tenths of a mile south of my location that Los Alamitos and 
Sausalito. I drove at high speed to that location. Prior 
to getting to that location, I heard a second officer indic¬ 
ate more lights at the 605 Freeway and Katella, uh, so I 
assumed that if there was an ETS packet, and obviously there 
was as the lights were going on, that the suspect was moving 
in a westerly dir- direction towards the freeway from the 
bank on Katella. I drove to the 605 Freeway, westbound on 
Katella. I heard officers already on the freeway northbound 
on the 605 from Katella, so I jumped on the freeway. 
Sergeant Swearingen was still my passenger. I heard an of¬ 
ficer over the police radio say that he had lights and he 
was following or he was behind a certain vehicle, which he 
identified as a black pickup with a black camper shell, 
that the ETS, uh, electronic tracking system, indicated that 
that was probably or possibly the suspect vehicle. I don't

remember his exact words and I don't recall or remember who 
the officer was. But it was one of us, because it was com¬ 
ing over our green channel. This was, uh, as the suspect 
vehicle was approaching Carson, uh, northbound on the 605. 
I caught up to two units — two marked units, two black and 
whites, that were driving in the slow lane and one driving 
just left of that unit, both behind the black pickup truck 
described over the radio. Uh, I was the third unit in line, 
so what I did is I activated my overheads, popped the siren 
on and then I began an S-maneuver on the freeway, creating a 
gap between the officers in front of me and civilian traffic 
behind me. It appeared at that time that the officers were 
gonna make a stop on the freeway just at Carson. The pickup 
truck was in the slow lane and it wasn't moving very fast, 
probably about 60, 65 miles an hour. Uhm, I heard the 
sirens of the other cars, as I'm doing this S-maneuver on 
the freeway. Uh, then I see the black pickup truck ac¬ 
celerate to a high rate of speed in the slow lane and then I 
saw the units in front of me also accelerate and a chase 
began. I left what I was doing and increased speed and then 
I saw that the truck was starting to leave the units behind. 

I was catching up to the units in front of me, uh, and I was 
going faster, so I passed them and I took the lead. Uh, we 
were still in the slow lanes and we came up to the 91 
Freeway and it looked like the suspect was gonna, uh, get on 
the 91 Freeway off the northbound 605. He took the on ramp, 
but then he darted back into the -- into traffic on the 
northbound, uh, 605 and moved all the way to the fast lane 
as we were passing the 91 Freeway, still on the 605. I got 
very close to him and I could see his face in the rear view 
mirror. I got to about one car length behind him. We con¬ 
tinued northbound in the fast lane and then when we reached 
a part of the freeway, where there is a center shoulder, the 
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guy started passing traffic in the center shoulder, so I 
stayed behind him still within one car length or less. 
We're doing about 95 miles an hour to 100 miles an hour in 
that position. The driver then abandoned his position and 
crawled into the back bed of the truck through a boot and 
nobody, at least that I could see, was driving the truck. I 
then saw the passenger slide into the driver's seat and I 
could see the silhouette of the guy in the back and he was 
either putting on or pulling off a shoulder holster, at 
least that's what it looked like, and at that time I looked 
at Sergeant Swearingen and I said, "Duane, he's going to 
shoot at us." I increased my speed and I rammed the guy 
from behind, hoping to knock the guy if he — if he in fact 
was going to shoot, hoping to knock him down inside the bed 
of the truck. Uh, all I did was force him forward and he 
left me a little bit behind, but we continued in the, uh, — 
in the sho- -- center shoulder. We continued at a high rate 
of speed. Uh, he was going in and out of traffic, using not 
all lanes but a lot of 'em, but primarily he stayed in the 
center shoulder area. I stayed very close to him. Uhm, I 
didn't realize we had passed the Santa Ana Freeway or the 60 
Freeway, but sometime between those — sometime during that 
period of time, the two of 'em started tossing money out 
both windows of the truck. The guy in the back eventually 
made it back to the right front seat, so now the driver was 
the passenger and the passenger was now driving the truck. 
Money kept coming out. Three or fo- — I saw each of 'em 
reach out three or four or five times on both sides of the 
truck, as money was being flailed out the window. The pas¬ 
senger was taking wads of money and holding 'em up high 
above the cab, allowing the air rushing through his hands, 
picking up bill slowly. It looked like he was trying to at¬ 
tract the cars around us to stop, start picking up the 
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money, so that's why I stayed close to him. He then grabbed 
a big wad of money and as he passed a small compact car, 
driven by a male, he flung it with his arm out and hit the - 

- the — the driver's door window with the money. It 
exploded and fluttered all over. The speed continued, we're 
still in the shoulder. We're coming around a curb, left to 
right, on the freeway still in the shoulder and there was a 
tow truck and a car that was being jacked up and there was - 

- I had two people, two males, at the right rear corner of 
the vehicle behind the tow truck. Uh, the guy jumped into 
the fast lane or the number two lane, whichever, to avoid 
the collision and then, it took me by surprise but I saw 
him, and I did the same when we passed them, both of us went 
back into the shoulder. We eventually made it to Valley, as 

- my — my — That's what I'm told. That that's the name 
of the street. It's an S shape off ramp, which comes to 
Valley, and I could see traffic moving from left to right in 
the eastbound lanes. Uh, cars, maybe one pickup, an 18 
wheeler was to the right, as I made the turn, because the 
suspect, as he came off the off ramp and onto Valley, just 
caused vehicles to skid to a stop. He created a gap for me. 
I was some 50 yards behind him and my lights and sirens were 
blaring. I went through the gap, making an eastbound turn, 
and he goes into the fast lane and passes the truck, the 18 
wheeler, which is eastbound in the middle lane, and I drove 
on the number three lane. The slow lane past the truck, 
the, uh, black pickup truck went to a — s- — a residential 
two lane roadway, made a right turn going south. I don't 
know the name of the street, it's a long one. Uh, and then 
he picks up speed again, uh, high speeds, 80, 90 miles an 
hour. I'm increasing speed, he's still some 50 yards in 
front of me. Uh, i- -- ahead of us, about three quarters of 
a mile, I see a bus, the back end of a bus, stopped in the 
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middle of our lane, the southbound lane. Red lights flash¬ 
ing, indicating that it was stopped to unload children. 
Between the bus -- the left side of the bus and the east 
curb of that street, right in the center of the northbound 
lane was a woman, who I assumed was the bus driver, with a 
stop sign holding it in front of her. I could see red and 
the — the white letters, which I assumed said stop. I 
could see the pickup truck in front of me, the suspect 
vehicle, still moving in a high rate of speed and I could 
see numerous kids crossing the street behind the crossing 
guard. They weren't moving, but the -- and — and the truck 
wasn't slowing. Sergeant Swearingen yelled something like, 
"He's gonna hit one of the kids" or "He's gonna kill 
somebody", so I started to back off. Just before this guy 
got to the bus, the bus driver ran out of the way and then 
the kids parted. And the guy flew by 'em, I saw no brake 
lights, that would indicate that he was slowing for them. 
Once it was clear for me, I increased my speed and I punched 
it pass the bus. We came, I think, not to a dead end, but 
the street curves left at a 90 degree turn. The guy took 
the turn at a high rate of speed and he almost lost it, but 
he gained control. It gave me plenty of time to catch up, I 
slowed, I took the turn. We started driving east on that 
two lane road, I don't know the name of it. Ahead of us, I 
could see large orange or yellow construction vehicles and 
orange cones of some sort on the street right in the middle 
and one of those construction vehicles was a large crane. 
The only portion of the road that I could see -- At the time 
I couldn't see that there was any opening, I thought it was 
blocked and I thought they were gonna stop. But it turned 
out that the extreme left side or the north side of the 
street, there was an opening made with the cones or these 
orange stands that the -- the construction crew had setup 
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there and there was a flagman waving the guy to stop, and 
the flagman wasn't moving. Again I thought he was gonna hit 
that guy. The guy came up on the construction's, uh, site, 
the flagman jumped to the south. As the guy came up, he 
couldn't turn right because that crane was too far out into 
the street. The black pickup truck made a left turn on a 
street, that I am now told is Don Julian or Julian. The 
pickup truck increased speed again, then came up to the 
first intersection, which I am now told was Collwood. He 
made a right turn. The street curves from right to left, 
again, almost in a -- in a 90 degree turn and hits and we 
started hitting north on Collwood back towards Valley. We 
were again still at a high rate of speed. I could see 
people starting to run up towards the street in their front 
yards or their, uh, front porches. Uh, we came up to 
Valley, I could see cross traffing, uh, moving eastbound and 
it was heavy and I thought there would be an accident, so I 
started to back off. The guy, somehow, made it through 
without stopping, 'causing again a gap in traffic. My 
lights and siren were still on. The gap he created for me 
allowed me to go into Valley. We moved over and started 
moving — We started moving east again on Valley, another 18 
wheeler was in front of us. Uh, the suspect vehicle, I 
think, passed him on the left in the fast lane. The 18 
wheeler, which I thought was the same one we had passed ear¬ 
lier, and then I passed him also in the fast lane, the 
number one lane eastbound. We came up to an intersection, 
a four-way intersection controlled by traffic signals. Now 
I am told that that was probably Workman's Mill Road. We 
made a right turn from eastbound Valley, now southbound on 
Workman Mill Road and the guy hit a white compact driven by 
a male. And, uh, I don't know what part of his car — or 
was hit. This is the, uh, — the civilian's car that was 
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hit, but the suspect vehicle took out his right front 
fender. You could see it as he made his right turn, I could 
see the big dent in front of the wheel, his right front 
wheel. We, uh, continued south. Workman Mill Road curves 
from left to right and then gradually comes back left. We 
caught up to one car that was on that street and no more, on 
our side of the street. Then he — Uh, then the black, uh, 
pickup, it was a Nissan, made a right turn off of Workman's 
Mill Road, hit a white metal V-shaped gate, whether it was 
locked or not I don't know, but they'd sprung open, I fol¬ 
lowed. There were police cars behind me by now, uh, they 
were staying close to me. We drove on this long two lane 
blacktop, which I think was a private driveway to a church 
or to a school. We ended up, uh, next to a one-story office 
building, like a school or a church, and he made a left turn 
behind that church and we came out into a little side 
street, I don't know the name of it. He made a right turn 
on that little street and we eventually returned to the 
street where that large crane was located in the middle. 
Again we were pulling 60, 70 miles an hour. The flagman was 
out again, waving his -- this guy to stop. The flagman 
realized it was the same car, 'cause he's, I'm — I'm he saw 
us, 'cause I was right behind him, and he jumped out of the 
way again. Again he couldn't maneuver. The only way he 
could go was north on Don Julian, I followed. Now we're 
going back, retracing out steps again. We came up to, uh, 
Collwood, I saw one of our detective's car facing, uh, right 
to left, coming out of Collwood, to my right. Uhm, I recog¬ 
nized Detective Brendon Hayes in the driver's seat. Uh, the 
suspect turned right on Collwood and made the curve and now 
he was starting to head northbound on Collwood. There was 
traffic, excuse me, parked vehicles on the street — on both 
sides of the street. I was behind him — still behind him 
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some 50 yards, maybe a little more, still increasing speed. 
As I came around the corner, I could still see part of the 
vehicle above the cars between him and me now. And as I 
came around the curb, I punched it, I was increasing speed, 
then I realized they were starting to slow. I saw the doors 
on both sides of the truck open up partially and he -- we 
were on the wrong side of the street. We were going 
northbound in the southbound lane. There was a car large — 
a large vehicle, American made of some sort, on the left, 
almost parallel to where the truck ended up, stopped. Uh, 
the passenger, excuse me. Then there was a pickup truck, a 
three-quarter ton pickup truck, against the east curb facing 
northbound. All again, almost even but I think the pickup 
truck, the suspect vehicle, stopped just slightly ahead of 
it. Uh, that left me an avenue of about maybe 15 feet wide 
ab- -- I was going too fast, I thought I was gonna run into 
the back of the black pickup truck, so I started to take 
evasive action and started to slow down at the same time. I 
was gonna try to maneuver between the parked pickup truck on 
the right of me and the suspect now to my left. I saw this 
driver, who was originally the passenger. As he got out of 
his truck, on the driver's side, and started to look past 
me. He never made eyeball contact with me, but looked past 
me at all these other units that are behind me. He stopped 
and then I, maneuvering to the right, I'm still behind him, 
approaching his location. He now stops behind his truck and 
then he makes a 90 degree turn to his left and then starts 
to run around his truck and cuts right into my path across 
the, uh, — the northbound lane and I hit him dead center 
with the front end of my car. He flew up, 3 to 4 feet above 
my hood, landed on top of my hood. I'm coming to a stop and 
then he hits my hood and he rolls off to the right and he 
falls to the right. I thought I was gonna run him over. As 
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I come to a complete stop, the s- — the other suspect had 
abandoned the car on the passenger's, uh, side and had run 
out and at a 45 degree angle from where the truck was 
facing, he — he ran northeast across the street at about 
two houses, one or two houses, north of where I came to a 
complete stop. My sergeant -- My partner. Sergeant 
Swearingen, was on my right. He left the unit and he went 
to the aide of the suspect to his — next to my car's right 
front wheel. I got out of my car with my .45 in my right 
hand. I started running in the direction of the passenger, 
who was originally the driver. He went into private 
property to the — to the east side of the street, a white 
house, one-story, with a, uh, -- uh, a gravel type of 
driveway. And the front of the house was surrounded by a 
chain link fence, 4, 4 1/2 foot high, uh, there was — The 
driveway fence is a double gate, it swings either in or out. 
I don't know if that was partially open or completely 
closed. Then there is a fence for humans to walk through in 
coming in or coming out of the house. Next to that driveway 
fence -- Uh, so the suspect went through one of those, I'm 
not sure which one. When he ran into the yard, he was -- he 
started to run towards the house, which faces west, then he 
ran, excuse me, parallel to the house northbound and to the 
northwest corner where he started to turn right to run 
eastbound, farther away from me. The unit -- The police 
unit that was right behind me, still rolling Code 3, that's 
red lights and siren, passed me behind or past me — behind 
me, I could hear it breaking to a stop and he jumped the 
curb or went up a driveway or something. On — Just on the 
other side of where this guy was running around the house 
and tha- that officer pulled the vehicle and he hit a fence. 
That caused the suspect to stop and, at that point, he -- 
there is a tree in front of that house, which is about 10 
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foot tall, it's a young tree, it's full of leaves, but you 
can still see through it. Not all the leaves a- uh, are out 
yet, I — I think. But the leaves come close to the ground, 
not all the way, but I could still see a silhouette, 'cause 
the guy was wearing light clothing. I could still see a 
silhouette on the other side of the tree. I was running, 
because I thought he was going to run and continue to run 
along the north side of the house running east. But he 
stopped, like I said. And he turned around and he started 
heading back in the direction where I was. I had no cover, 
so I stopped where I was and I started yelling at the guy, 
even though I couldn't see him completely yet because he was 
still behind the tree. I started yelling at him to stop, to 
raise his hands or somethin' like that. I had my — my .45 
in a two hand hold. He ran almost parallel with me and kept 
looking over his right shoulder, uh, at the police officers 
that were in the unit that had crashed at the fence. Uh, 
his shirt was open -- was unbuttoned all the way, he was 
wearing, I think, a short sleeve shirt. He was wearing a 
white body shirt, like a T-shirt, but one of the old fashion 
ones. Uhm, I could see that. He had nothing in his left 
hand, but he had something in his right hand. I couldn't 
distinguish what it was because of the tree and because of 
his movements. His — Like I said, his white shirt was open 
and the right half of the shirt, the flap, the bottom part 
of the flap, was kinda draped over his arm. His arm was 
cocked with his hand above his waist and in front of it, but 
away from his body, 2, 3 or 4 inches. His left wa- — left 
hand was swinging as he was -- He wasn't really running 
fast, kind of a jog, and then he stopped when he was even 
with the me on this — on this — this house's driveway. 
And he was turning, he face me, he — and then he faced back 
at the officers that had crashed at the fence and then he 
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turned at me and he kind of looked like a caged cat. Like 
he -- he wanted to do something like he, you know, I'm -- 
I'm cornered, I've gotta figure out which way to go and then 
he stopped and he faced me and he made eyeball contact with 
me and I -- I kept yelling at him, "Stop. Raise your hand. 
Police." There were red lights or, excuse me, there were 
sirens. My unit still had the siren turned on, I didn't 
turn it off. There was a helicopter above me. I could hear 
myself yelling, but there was a lot of noise. The guy ob- 
obviously heard me and saw me, 'cause when he looked at me 
and — and, with his hand in the position that it was, I 
thought — The only thing that came to my mind was, "He's 
gonna shoot me." He wasn't doing what I was telling him to 
do. I went into a — a two-handed hold, I focused on my 
front sight, I saw my rear sight and then I, uh, leveled my 
gun and I saw center mass. He was blurred and then I fired 
and I fired and I, like I told Lieutenant Brown, I thought I 
fired five times. I remember firing as he's going down and 
as he hits the ground I stop. The gun — I knew I wasn't 
out of ammunition, 'cause the —

INV. LYONS: This is a continued statement of Corporal 
Cantu. 

A Can I continue? 

Q Yes. 

A As I was saying, I knew I had not fired all my 

rounds, because the gun came to a position, uh, where the 
slide was in place and in a ready position to shoot. If it 
““ If it had -- I had completely fired my rounds, the slide 
would have jammed and stayed back in an open position, so I 
— I brought my gun, uh, aimed it in the air as I approached 
the suspect, he was on the ground, he was still moving. I 
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said something to him, I — I -- I don't know if I called 
him a mother fucker or what, I know I was cussing. Uhm, -- 
uh, then as I got to about 4 feet from him, the — uh, there 
was two or three uniformed officers, uh, Corp — uh. Officer 
Trentini, uh. Officer Vantilborg and one other uniform of¬ 
ficer came up and handcuffed the suspect with his hands on 
his back. At that point, uhm, I caught myself, uh, being 
out of wind. I had hyperventilated and I turned around and 
I walked away from him. Uh, somebody gla- — gave me a 
glass of water, I sat down, caught my breath. Uh, I 
reholstered my weapon, which I carry in my boot in a — in a 
holster. Uh, I gave my weapon to Detective Brendon Hayes, 
he locked it up immediately, uh, into Sergeant Lazofski's 
marked police unit's trunk. Uh, when I regained my breath, 
I re- -- took my, uh, bolstered weapon and I put it back 
into my left boot where I normally carry it, uh, and then I 
awaited for the arrival of you folks. 

INV. DURAZO: I got -- No, I got. When you were driv¬ 
ing past the truck and you say you were breaking. How fast 
were you going? 

A Well, I didn't drive very far after that. Uh, — 

Q I mean -- 

A We were -- We were -- Uh, I was sla- -- I was 

slamming -- 

Q When -- 

A — brakes. I know I left -- 

Q When your su- -- You were going about -- How fast 

were you going when you're slamming the brakes? 

A Well, we were decelerating guite rapidly. I 

don't know. I -- I'm -- I imagine I came from about 50 
miles an hour to almost nothing, once I passed the truck. 
'Cause I didn't stop that far past the truck. 
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Q Okay, And then you said that when you saw the 

guy le- -- with a -- with a -- what appeared to be a — 
something un- un- — in his right hand. 

A Right. 

Q And you looked at him, you thought that -- that 

he was gonna do something to you. Is that — That he's 
gonna shoot you? 

A My thought was that he had a gun in that right 

hand, because he was holding it, like I said, cocked and 
above his waist and pointed it forward. And he kept turning 
right, he kept turning left and he'd look at the officers to 
his right, which is the officers that came from the unit 
that crashed into the fence. And he'd look at me and then 
he looked to his left, which is south. He was trying, in my 
opinion, — Like — Like I said, he was a caged cat, like he 
was trying to find another avenue of escape.

At 1355 hours, the police dispatch center received a 911 call followed by an alarm from 
Home Bank. A bank employee advised that the bank had just been robbed and gave 
some descriptive information on two male adult subjects. 

A few minutes later several Los Alamitos police units spotted the suspect vehicle 
headed northbound on the 605 Freeway south of the intersection of the 91 Freeway. A 
pursuit was initiated by the Los Alamitos units which was quickly joined by a Los 
Angeles County Sheriffs Department helicopter. The pursuit ended a few minutes later 
when the suspects abandoned their vehicle In the 200 block of Collwood Street in the 
County area near the City of I ndustry. 

The two suspects fled toward nearby residential yards. One of them was struck as he 
ran in front of one of th epolice units that had not come to a halt. He was not-o^^^"-^ 
injured and was taken into custody. A second suspect who was pursued on foot into 
the back yard of a nearby residence was shot by undisclosed officer or officers on the 
scene.

apprehension, he was rendered helpless and spread eagled upon 
the ground, and that while one peace officer whose identity is 
uncertain presently, but who is believed to be a City of Los 
Alamitos police detec ti'/e or officer, held a shotgun to his 
head, another police officer detect■ve with the City of Los 
Alamitos, approached the helpless plaintiff, stated in sum and 

substance, "Is this the M- F- who ran from me?--you’ll 

ne\'er run from me again.’’ and fired five bullets from his 

hand weapon into the plaintiff’s back while he was guarded, 
spread eagled on the ground and otherwise helpless and not 
evading pursuit. 

12. Plaintiff suffered five bullet wounds, two of which are 

believed to have re-entered his body by deflection from the 

pavement upon which he was lying when shot, incurring grave and 

disabling injuries to his right colon, left pelvis, right 

gross damage to his abdomen and -bp-ck and nerves and 

muscles of his legs and back, requiring extensive emergency 

surgery and followup surgery and extensive care and treatment, 

all resulting in jpermanent and disabling injury and partial 

paralysis, for which plaintiff will require lifetime care 
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13., The full extent of the injuries and the permanence 

thereof are not yet known and plaintiff requires continuing 
medical care and treatment and physical therapy and his wounds 
have not completely healed e\'en a year after the shooting. 

Plaintiff will seek leave to amend this complaint when 
the full extent and future cost of his medical treatment, 
including psychiatric treatment as needed for depression and 
anxiety and extreme emotional distress as they are manifested 
over the permanence and massiveness of his injuries and 
disabilities are learned. 

14. Plaintiff complains that having been apprehended, 

rendered helpless and spread eagled upon the pavement, he did 

not pose a threat of escape or violence to any officers or 

persons in the vicinity of his apprehension, and the calculated 

application of deadly force hy shooting him five times in his 

back, in the presence of an officer holding a shotgun to his 

head, was a grossly excessive use of force under color of police 

authority, in violation of plaintiff’s civil rights and rights 

to fair and speedy trial to determine his punishment were 

thereby abrogated and deadly force was applied to his body 

rendering him gravely injured and disabled, all in excess of any 

reasonable treatment required under the Fourth, Fifth, and 

Eighth Amendments to the United States Constitution and under 

the Constitution of the State of California,,and plaintiff is 

entitled to recover special damages and general damages for pain 

and suffereing from the governmental entities named 

and named as DOES and from the individual officers named and 

named as DOES, in an amount not less than $5,000,000..

. ’ ^ . Despite plaintiff's helpless, spread eagled and shotgun 

guarded condition at the time of his shooting, the named and DOE 
defendants have maintained a "Code of Silence" and have 
conspired to distort the true facts in their various reports of 
the incidents, and have conspired to claim that the shooting 
occurred during a running pursuit wherein the officer who shot 
plaintiff in the back claimed to have been in fear for his

safety. The true events are different, and plaintiff is not yet 
aware of the complete scope of the conspiracy to conceal the 
facts because the only documents supplied to his counsel thus 
far have been heavily censored and subject of extensive 
deletions of material from said reports, and plaintiff will 
apply to this Court for Orders supplying the complete reports 
without deletions to him and his counsel. 

16. Inasmuch as the conduct of the various named and DOE 

officers involved in the pursuit and apprehension was in 
willful and deliberate and malicious violation of plaintiff’s 
civil rights and constituted grossly excessive use of force and 
deadly force under the color of their police authority in 
conscious disregard of the plaintiff’s rights, plaintiff is 
enttiled to receive punitive damages from each and every office 
involved in the pursuit and apprehension, and which officers 
aided and abetted the excessive deadly force to be aplied to 
plaintiff by their failure to prevent such excessive force and 
thereafter conspired to conceal the true facts of the 
application of such excessive and unnecessary and deadly force 
in such sums as are proven at Trial. 
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WHEREFOR, Plaintiff prays for judgment as follows: 

1. For special damages for medical care and lifetime 
treatment for his disabling injuries as are proven at trial, 
which are in excess of the minimum jurisdiction of this Court. 

2. For general damages for the disabling injuries to 
his body and nervous system and nerves and muscles and paralysis 
in an amount not less than $5,000,000. 

3. For punitive damages from the individual officers 
who were involved in the guarding of the apprehended plaintiff 
and who willfully and deliberately and in conscious disregard of 
plaintiff's civil rights, and his safety and his life aided and 
abetted the wanton and malicious and unnecessary shooting of 
plaintiff in his back as he lay helplessly spread eagled, and 
thereafter conspired to conceal the true facts in such amounts 
and sums as are proven at trial, 

4. For reasonable attorneys fees as permitted by 
Statute for litigation of Civil Rights violations, and for 

5. Costs of suit and such other relief as the Court 
deems just and appropriate in the circumstances.

The purpose of this supplementary report is to provide additional information as to 
possible witnesses of an officer involved shooting. 

On 3-10-92 at approximately 1615 hours, myself and Deputy Lusk responded to a radio 
call of Orange County Law Enforcement Officers involved in a pursuit of robbery 
suspects in the area of Colwood and Basetdale. Prior to arriving at the location, we 
were advised that a shooting had occurred and paramedics were being requested. 

Upon arriving at the location, 200 block of Colwood, myself and Deputy Lusk were 
requested by Industry Sgt. Brenner to atterrpt to locate possible witnesses to the 
incident. We observed several large groups of people in the area of the incident. We 
contacted the six below listed persons in the area of the shooting.

Witness ^^^Hadvised ^ was standing in the front yard of residence when heard 

the sound of sirens. As the sirens neared, the witness observed a black pick-up being 
followed by police vehicles. Witness^^^^fcbse^ed the tw^suspe^s exit the pick-up 
and run in a northerly directior^ wTtnes^^^^^l advised to move to a safe 

location, momentarily turning attention away from the incident. As Witness

At 1500 hours, 03-10-92, Investigators were contacted and advised 
to respond to 148 Collwood Avenue, La Puente, to assist 
Investigators Cheryl Lyons and Frank Durazo of the Sheriff's 
Homicide Bureau in the investigation of an officer involved shoot¬ 
ing. 

At 1548 hours. Investigators arrived at the location and were 
briefed by Lieutenant Larson of Industry Sheriff's Station. 
Lieutenant Larson advised Investigators that a bank robbery had 
occurred in the city of Los Alamitos, and that members of the Los 
Alamitos Police Department had subsequently gone in pursuit of the 
suspects, which had terminated on Collwood Avenue and resulted in 
the shooting of one suspect and the injuring of the second 
suspect. 

Lieutenant Larson further advised Investigators that no members of 
the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department had been involved in 
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the pursuit and had responded only after being advised of its ter¬ 
mination. Lieutenant Larson could add nothing further and his 
briefing was terminated. 

Investigators found the location to be Collwood Avenue, just south 
of Valley Boulevard. Collwood Avenue is a north/south residential 
street that «t*s'' into Valley Boulevard, just north of where this 
incident took place. Both sides of the street are lined with 
single family residences that face west on the east side of the 
street and east on the west side of the street. 

Investigators noted that the suspect vehicle (Evidenc e Held Item 
#16) , a black Nissan mini pickup truck, license was 
parked in the middle of the street in front of 201 Collwood Avenue 
facing north with it's windshield wipers on, engine off, ignition 
on, passenger door open with the window down, and driver's door 
closed with it's window half way down. Evidence Held Items #17 
through #24 were recovered in and around this truck. 

Approximately 18 feet in front of the suspect's vehicle and ap¬ 
proximately 6 feet west of the east curb was Los Alamitos Police 
black and white vehicle, #LA-5, facing north with the driver's 
door open and the engine off. 

Approximately 101 feet north of the Los Alamitos Police unit LA-5 
was Los Alamitos black and white unit #LA-4, which was parked in 
the middle of the street in front of 148 Collwood Avenue, facing 
in a northeast direction with it's engine off. The front of this 
unit is approximately 10 feet west of the east curbline. 

At the north portion of the front yard to 148 Collwood Avenue was 
Los Alamitos black and white unit #LA-2. This vehicle was facing 
east, having partially knocked down and straddled a chain link 
fence that runs north to south in front of the residence at this 
address. The rear bximper to this unit was approximately 9 feet 
east of the east curbline over the sidewalk that also runs north 
to south in front of the property. 

The location of the shooting is 148 Collwood Avenue which is the 
yard and driveway area for a white and green trim single family 
residence that sits on a raised foundation and faces west. There 
is a driveway that runs along the south side of the residence that 
goes from the street east to a garage at the rear of the property. 
This residence is bordered by the residence at 154 Collwood Avenue 
to the south and by 144 Collwood Avenue to the north. 

It should be noted that Evidence Held Items #8 through #15 were 
recovered in and around the driveway to this residence. Their ex¬ 
act locations of recovery will be documented in a drawing that 
will be prepared by members of the Sheriff's Art Staff, a copy of 
which will be obtained and made a permanent part of this file. 
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The residence just south of 148 Collwood is 154 Collwood, which is 
a peach colored, single family residence that also faces vest. 
This residence has both a chain link fence that appears to be a 
continuance of the fence in front of 148 Collwood that runs north 
to south in front of the property, and a chain link fence that 
runs east to west and serves as a property dividing line between 
148 and 154 Collwood Avenue. In the driveway just east of the 
chain link fence that runs north to south in front of the property 
were Evidence Hel.d Items #1 through #7, casings. 

It should be noted that there were other vehicles parked on the 
street at the time of this incident but these were of no eviden¬ 
tiary value, therefore, they were not listed in this report. 
Their locations will, however, be noted on the aforementioned 
staff Artist drawing. 

While still at Industry Sheriff's Station, Investigators were in 
the jail area with Deputy Larry Mitchell of the Sheriff's Latent 
Print detail as he took pictures of the suspect at Investigators' 
direction. While in this area. Suspect Stan Medina recognized 
Investigator Carrillo as a Deputy Sheriff with whom he had prior 
contact several years ago. He then advised Investigator Carrillo 
that he wished to speak with him. 

At 2153 hours, 03-10-92, Investigators contacted Suspect 8TAM 
MEDINA, KH/32, inside an Industry Sheriff's Station interview 
room. After Investigators advised Suspect Medina of his 
Constitutional Rights, to which he stated he understood and he 
waived by signing the card that these rights were read from. He 
asked why the cops started following him. Investigator Carrillo 
advised the suspect that money that had been taken from the bank 
during the robbery had an electronic tracking device making it 
easy for law enforcement to locate and track them. Suspect Medina 
then advised Investigators that he hadn't robbed any bank and that 
he was only driving the truck when the cops tried to stop him and 
his friend. 

When asked by Investigators why he hadn't stopped immediately when 
the officers activated their police lights, he stated that he just 
didn't because he was a parolee. He then told Investigators that 
he thought the cops were crazy because they had attempted to ram 
him on at least two occasions while he was driving at a speed of 
approximately 100 miles per hour. 

Suspect Medina concluded his interview by saying that they should 
not have run him over with the car and they should not have shot 
his friend. He stated he did not wish to talk any further about 
this^ incident because he "wasn't stupid" and did not wish to in¬ 
criminate himself.

On 03-13-92 at approximately 1700 hours. Investigator Lyons con¬ 
tacted the pilot and observer of Costa Mesa Police Department, 
Eagle 1 Day Watch, who assisted in the pursuit. The pilot. 
Officer E. Dryzmala, #202, and observer Officer J. Busman, #273, 
were on routine duties when they heard a radio transmission on red 
channel, advising a "code echo" activation in the city of Cypress 
and southwest county. Los Alamitos units were reporting a strong 
signal on the northbound 605 freeway at Lincoln. Approximately 
one minute later, a target vehicle was located and identified as a 
black pick-up truck directly in front of pursuing units.

Eagle 1 observed the target vehicle stop northbound in the south¬ 
bound lane on Collwood Avenue, at which time, the passenger 
alighted from the vehicle and ran in a northeasterly direction. 

The driver alighted 
from the vehicle, ran around the back, and then in an easterly 
direction, crossing in the path of a northbound pursuing patrol 
unit. This unit struck the suspect (driver) with its right front 
bumper, causing the suspect to fly into the air, land on the hood, 
and subsequently roll off the hood and into the east curb gutter.

The Special Investigations Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's 
Office has completed its investigation into the nonfatal shooting of Robert David 
McICinn by Los Alamitos Police Officer Victoriano Cantu on March 10, 1992.1 After 
considering all of the available evidence, we conclude that the officer's actions were 
justified imder the law. 


I. The Investigation by the Office of the District Attorney 

After being notified of the shooting in a timely manner. Senior District Attorney 
Investigators Thomas Fillmore and Samuel Sanders and the undersigned visited 


1 Although the robbery incident which initially led to this shooting by an Orange County 
officer took place in Orange County, the officer fired the shots while in Los Angeles County. Therefore, 
jurisdiction to review these facts for possible criminal violations properly lies with this office. 
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the scene of the incident, the front yard of a residence located at 215 CoUwood 
Avenue in the city of La Puente, in Los Angeles County.2 They were briefed and led 
on a walk-through of the scene by Los Angeles Sheriff's Department Lieutenant 
Joseph M. Brown. 

In evaluating this case, we have reviewed and relied upon the one-hundred 
fifty-eight page report submitted to this office by L.A.S.D. Detectives Cheryl Lyons 
and Frank Durazo. This report included in-depth statements from five peace officer 
and five civilian witnesses present at and near the scene, as well as statements from 
over ten other bystanders who had limited exposure to the shooting. The report also 
included technical reports and physical descriptions of the scene, as well as other 
relevant documentary evidence. On the night of the incident, the District Attorney 
persormel also conducted their own, independent interviews with four of the 
eyewitnesses to the shooting who had the best view of it. 


II. Statement of the Facts 


At approximately 2 p.m., on the afternoon of March 10, 1992, Los Alamitos police 
received an emergency call notifying them of a bank robbery in progress at the 
Home Bank, located near the police station at 10942 Pine Street, in Los Alamitos. 
Among the officers who responded to the emergency call were Corporal Victoriano 
Cantu and Sergeant Duane Swearingen. The two policemen, who were wearing 
civilian clothes at the time, entered a marked police car and drove toward the bank. 
They heard another police radio message that the bank robbery suspects were armed. 

Moments later, the officers began to hear police broadcasts of the suspects' locations, 
as a law enforcement Electronic Tracking System had been activated by a transmitter 
secreted in the money bag stolen.from the bank. Corporal Cantu, who was driving 
the police car, went in pursuit of the vehicle driven by the bank robbers, who they 
now believed were armed. 

Officers Cantu and Swearingen joined at least two other police cars following a black 


2As an Orange County agency, the Los Alamitos Police Department is not a part of the Los 
Angeles County District Attorney's "Rollout" program. Immediately following the shooting, however, 
a representative from the Los Alamitos Police agency indicated to the Los Angeles Sheriff's 
Department, who would be investigating the incident, to handle the matter in the same manner as the 
Sheriff's Department handles shootings by officers from other Los Angeles County police agencies. The 
Special Investigations Division was thus notified with the full consent of the Los Alamitos Police 
Department, which cooperated fully with this office's investigation. 
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pickup truck containing two persons, which was driving north on Interstate 605 at a 
very fast pace. The pickup eventually led the officers on a thirty-mile chase at 
speeds over 100 miles per hour. 

At one point. Corporal Cantu saw the passenger and the driver switch positions in 
the truck's cab. The cfriver crawled into the back of the truck, where Cantu said he 
could see the man "either putting on or pulling off a shoulder holster." Cantu told 
his passenger. Sergeant Swearingen, "Duane, he's going to shoot at us!" Cantu then 
rammed the pickup truck from behind, "... hoping to knock the guy if he — if he in 
fact was going to shoot, hoping to knock him down inside the bed of the truck." 

Cantu's efforts were unsuccessful at this point, and the chase continued. The 
officers then saw each of the men in the truck throw handfuls of money out of their 
vehicle's windows. 


The pickup truck exited the freeway on Valley Boulevard, in Los Angeles County, 
and drove east. Once on surface streets, the d\ase continued; at one point, the 
pickup truck approached a line of children crossing a street behind a school crossing 
guard. Cantu heard his passenger yell that the driver of the pickup was "going to hit 
one of the kids. ... He's gonna kill somebody!" The pickup truck did not strike any 
of the pedestrians, but moments later did collide with another car in traffic as the 
suspects drove at a high rate of speed, ignoring traffic signals in their attempts to 
evade the pursuing officers. 


The driver of the pickup truck eventually led the officers to Coll wood Avenue, in 
La Puente. There, the truck stopped as the police cars caught up with it; the 
occupants tried to flee.3 The driver of the car, later identified as Stan Medina, at first 
moved in a direction away from Officer Cantu's onconaing police car. Suddenly, he 
changed course. "He ... cuts right into my path across the ... northbound lane and I 
hit him . .. with the front end of my car," observed the police officer. 


Ithe collision appeared 


According to a civilian witness at the scene, I 

to be an accident, the result of Medina darting in front of the oncoming police car. 
Traffic collision examiners estimated that Officer Cantu's still-decelerating police car 
had slowed to between ten and fifteen miles per hour at the time of the impact. 
Medina's injuries were not serious; he was arrested without further incident and 


3Both occupants were apparently on probation and/or parole at the time of this incident. 
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taken to the hospital to be checked for injuries.^ 

The second suspect, Robert McKinn, ran from the officers, first north on Collwood, 
then south again, when another police car cut off his intended path of flight. Cantu, 
with his weapon drawn, yelled at McKinn to stop. The fleeing suspect turned 
towards the officer, with his hands at waist level. According to Cantu, McKinn 

... turned at me and he kind of looked like a caged cat. Like he — he 
wanted to do something like he, you know. I'm -- Tm cornered. I've 
gotta figure out which way to go and then he stopped and he faced me 
and he made eyeball contact with me and I — I kept yelling at him, 

"Stop. Raise your hands. Police." There were red lights or, excuse me, 
there were sirens. My unit still had the siren turned on, I didn't turn it 
off. There was a helicopter above me. I could hear myself yelling, but 
there was a lot of noise. The guy obviously heard me and saw me, 

'cause when he looked at me and — and, with his hand in the position 
that it saw, I thought -- the only thing that came to my mind was, "He's 
gonna shoot me." 

Other police officers at the scene formed the same conclusion. According to Los 
Alamitos Police Department Officer Steve Trentini, who also participated in the 
pursuit, McKinn 

. . . looked as though he was making some sort of a movement where 
he was bringing his arms in tighter and what I thought, as I thought he 
was going for a weapon and when I did that I kind of ducked behind 
my car. ... I thought he was going for a gun and I ducked behind my 
car. 

Cantu fired seven rounds from his .45-caliber semiautomatic service weapon, 
striking McKinn at least five times. According to all witnesses, the shots were fired 
in a single, quick volley. McKiim was treated at the scene by paramedics, and was 
later taken to Queen of the Valley Hospital in West Covina. Following surgery, 
McKinn recovered from his wounds. He was not armed during the shooting 


4According to Special Agent Heather Anderson, of the Federal Bureau of Investigation's Santa 
Ana office, Medina plead guilty to one count of bank robbery in federal court and was sentenced to eight 
years in the penitentiary; he rnade no statements regarding the shooting to authorities.

Eyewitness accounts differ sliehtl^bouUhe several moments during which the 
shooting incident took place, who witnessed the shooting, told the 

District Attorney personnel that^Hsaw McKinn holding what looked like some 
kind of an ob ject in hi's right hand, as he raised his hands and turned toward Officer 
Cantu. ^Hsaid he looked like he was surrendering when the officer fired his 
weapon.6

III. Summary of the Law 
1. Self-Defense and the Defense of Others 

California law permits the use deadly force in one's self-defense if it reasonably 
appears to the person claiming the right of self-defense that he or she actually and 
reasonably believed that he or she was in imminent danger of great bodily injury or 
death. People v. Williams (1977) 75 Cal. App. 3d 731. 

In short. 

It is lawful for a person who is being assaulted to defend himself from 
attack if, as a reasonable person, he has grounds for believing and does 
believe that bodily injury is about to be inflicted upon him. In doing 
so, such person may use all force and means which he believes to be 
reasonably necessary and which would appear to a reasonable person.

Further, 

Where the peril is swift and imminent and the necessity for action 
immediate, the law does not weigh in too nice scales the conduct of the 
assailed and say he shall not be justified in killing because he might 
have resorted to other means to secure his safety. People v. Collins 
(1961) 189 Cal. App. 2d 575. 

Actual danger is not necessary to justify the use of deadly force in self-defense. If 
one is confronted by the mere appearance of danger which one believes, and a 
reasonable person in the same position would believe, would result in death or 
great bodily injury, one may act upon those circumstances. Put another way, the 
right of self-defense is the same whether the danger is real or merely apparent. 
People V. Toledo (1948) 85 Cal. App. 2d 577; see also. People v. Tackson (1965) 233 Cal. 
App. 2d 639. 

Finally, the right to defend another is the same as the right to self-defense, if the 
person claiming the right, 

honestly and reasonably believed that the individual killed intended to 
commit a forcible and atrocious crime and that there was imminent 
danger of such crime being accomplished. [And,] a person may act 
upon appearances whether such danger is real or merely apparent. 

CALHC 5.13. 

Contrasting the substantive criminal law of homicide is helpful in analyzing the 
legal justification of self-defense. A killing allegedly in self-defense constitutes 
criminal manslaughter where the action which leads to the victim's death is 
committed under an honest but unreasonable belief in the necessity to defend 
oneself against imminent peril to life or great bodily injury. People v. Flannel (1979) 
25 Cal. 3d 668. A killing constitutes murder where it was done with malice 
aforethought or when it occurred during the commission of a felony inherently 
dangerous to human life. CALTIC 8.10. 

2. Police Officers' Use of Deadly Force to Apprehend Violent, Fleeing Felons. 
California law permits the use of deadly force by police officers when necessary to 
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effect the arrest of a person who has committed a forcible and atrocious felony 
which threatens death or serious bodily harm. Crimes of violence, including robbery 
and assaults with deadly weapons such as an automobile, are considered forcible and 
atrocious felonies. Kortum v. Alkire (1977) 69 Cal. App. 3d 325; see also. People v. 
Ceballos (1974) 12 Cal. ;3d 470; and see, Tennessee v. Gamer (1985) 105 S.Ct. 1694. 


IV. Legal Analysis 

Officer Cantu confronted a suspect he believed was armed and dangerous, and 
formed the belief that McKinn was going to shoot and kill him. Cantu believed that 
McKinn was desperate enough to fire at a policeman. Acting under the stress of, 
which by all accounts, was a mere instant. Officer Cantu fired his weapon numerous 
times in rapid succession to defend himself from what he reasonably believed was a 
real threat to his life. His belief is substantiated by those of other civilians and 
officers who also witnessed the incident. ‘ 

The shooting is also justified under the doctrine of the fleeing felon. The policeman 
had seen McKinn commit numerous, potentially deadly assaults in the truck, 
endangering the lives of motorists and pedestrians alike. Under the circumstances, 
even had McKinn not turned toward the officers in what looked like a menacing 
manner, Cantu may have been permitted under the law to use deadly force to 
apprehend McKinn, who the officer could reasonably have believed committed 
forcible and atrocious felonies. 


V. Conclusion 


Based on the circumstances as we know them. Officer Cantu's actions were justified 
under the law. He reasonable and subjectively believed he was in danger from an 
atrocious and life-threatening felonious attack, which he repelled by shooting his 
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assailant. He also was justified in using deadly force to apprehend a suspect who 
was fleeing after committing a number of violent, atrocious felonies. We therefore 
plan no further action in this matter and consider our case file and investigation 
closed.
